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out into the open waters of Lake 
Erie once again, raising fresh hopes 
of rescue if they could hold out 
until dawn. 

Only a few degrees, from north 
by northeast to east, did the treach- 
erous wind that sweeps Lake Erie 
shift, but it was enough to drive 
the ice floe away from the rocks 
of Sturgeon Point where veteran 
sailors of the Great Lakes had 
feared it would be smashed with 
its living freight. 

Twenty-one fishermen were miss- 
from their homes tonight and all 
were believed to be drifting help- 
lessly several miles off shore in 
the grip of waves lashed to fury 


by a driving wind which blew 
throughout the day. The wind 
died down late tonight but long 


hours still must elapse before the 
turbulent waters would sink to 
their normal swell. 


Twenty other fishermen were 


into the teeth of the wind: six 
others fought their way ashore 
from one cake of ice to another, 
while still another reached the 
Canadian shore after wandering 
across the broken ice for six miles. 

The men went adrift in two 
groups early in the day. 

Five boats—two ice skiffs, two 
tugs and a cabin cruiser—put out 
in search of the first yroup of men. 
The ice skiffs alternate'y were slid 
over the ice or plunged through 
open lanes. of water. While the 
tugs smashed their way through 
the thinner ice, breaking a way 
for the cabin cruiser. Commander 
Rasmussen held a plane in readi- 
ness, manned by two flyers, pre- 
pared to join the search, but it 
was unable to take off because of 
the blizzard. _ 

When the second eall for help 
came in, Rasmussen loaded an- 
other ice skiff and crew into a 
truck and sent them southwest 
along the lake shore to begin an- 
other rescue attempt.

ROBINSON RAKES 
CRITIC OF WILSON 


Calls Secretary’s Action 
‘*Stupid’—It Is Return to 
Jeffersonian Idea, Idaho 

- Senator Retorts.

WASHINGTON, 
tor Borah of Idaho, chairman of 
\the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, declared in debate this aft- 
ernoon that if the doctrine enunci- 


ated in New York last night by 
Secretary of State Stimson were 
applied, the recognition of Soviet 
Russia by the United States would 
follow. 

Borah’s significant utterance 
was made in reply to a question by 
Minority Leader Robinson of Ar- 
kansas, who had opened the debate 
with an attack on what he termed 
“stupid” eriticism of Woodrow 

ilson by Secretary Stimson. 

tobinson asked whether Stim- 
son’s views with regard fo recogni- 
tion of foreign governments, if ap- 
plied to Rus&sia, would not result 
in recognition. 

“Undoubtedly they would” em- 
phatically replied Borah, who has 
long stood for official recognition 
of the Soviet government. 

Robinson himself, while not 
criticising the failure af the State 
Department to recognize Russia, 
had previously asserted that if 
Stimson were consistent, he would 
take steps to bring about recog- 
nition. 

Recognition of Russia. 

“If President Wilson is censured 
for refusing to recognize the 
Hiuerta regime in Mexico,” asked 
Robinson “how is Secretary Stim- 
son to save his face in the refusal 
to accord recognition to Russia? 
The latter is more firmly estab- 
lished than was the Mexican gov- 
ernment under Huerta when Presi- 
@ent Wilson announced his policy 
toward Mexico.” 

Approaching Stimson’s remarks 
from a different angle, Borah said 
he was glad to see the Secretary 
of State had abandoned the Wil- 
sonian policy toward governments 
brought into being by revolutions 
and had gone back to the tradition- 
al policy set forth by Thomas Jeff- 
erson in 1792. 

Except for departures under Sec- 
retary Seward and later under Wil- 
son, whose policy was carried for- 
ward by Secretary of State Hughes 
under President Harding, Borah 
said the Jeffersonian view had 
controlled the foreign policy of this 
Government throughout its history. 
He hoped, he said, there would be 
no more digressions from it. 

Borah quoted with approbation, 
as Stimson did last night, the 
words of Thomas Jefferson: “We 
certainly cannot deny to other na- 
tions that principle whereon our 
own Government is founded, that 
every nation has a right to gov- 
ern itself internally under what 
forms it pleases, and to change 
these forms at its own will; and 
externally to transact business with 
other nations threugh whatever 
organ it chooses, whether that be 
a king, convention, assembly, com- 
mittee, President or whatever it 


be.” 
Conflicting Policies. 

Borah outlined the . conflicting 
policies. On the one hand there 
was the policy which led Wilson to 
refuse recognition to Huerta, ror 
which later prompted Secretary of 
Hughes to promote the treaty un- 
der which the Central American 
republics agreed to not recognize a 
Government set up by revolution 
or @ coup d'etat. He pointed out 
that this treaty of 1923, though not 
signed by the United States, was 
engineered by this Government and 
represented the Harding-Hughes 
attitude toward recognition. 

On the other hand, Borah con- 
tinued, there was the traditional 
policy of the United States, as Jaid 
down ably by Jefferson, to-the ef- 


Government which attained control 
in another country. It was not a 
proper function of the United 
States, said Borah, to inquire into 
the methods by which a foreign 
Government came into power, nor 
did the United States, under the ; 
Monroe Doctrine, have the author- 
ity to say what kind of govern- 
ment. should be established in any 
Latin-American country. 

In other words, said Borah, the 
United States should pursue its age- 
old. course of recognizing de facte 
governments and should definitely

LIBERTY ISSUES 


Robbers, One of Whom 
Displayed Revolver, 
Guard Wealthy Farmers 
While Search Is Made. 


Five men, posing as prohibition 
agents, ransacked the home of 
Charles and William Reuter on the 
outskirts of East,/Alton at 8 o’clock 
last night, broken open a safe and 
escaped with $10,000 in Liberty 
Bonds before the elderly farmers 
realized the imposture. 

The Reuter brothers, 
vanced in years and 
wealthy, reside a short distance 
from Illinois Highway No. 3 be- 
tween Alton and East Alton. Last 
night, they told authorities, Wil- 


liam Reuter and Charles Reuter Jr. 
were standing in the yard when a 
sedan, which appeared to be a 
green Chevrolet, drove in the lane 
to the yard and turned, heading to- 
ward the highway again. 

As William Reuter approached 
the machine, five men got out. Two 
were young and of medium build. 
One, considerably older, was of un- 
usual height and ,owerfully built. 
The fifth, a short, bulky man 
about 30 years old, tossed back a 
lapel, displayed a revolver and told 
Reuters he and the others were 
prohibition agents. 

Search House With Flashlight. 

As the Reuters made no protest 
in leading them into the house, he 
replaced his revolver in fits holster. 
Finding the elder Charles Reuter 
in the kitchen of the farmhouse, 
the leader called each of them by 
name, and delegated two of his 
men to guard them, while, produc- 
ing flashlights, he and the other 
two searched the lower part of the 
house. 

Returning, the three took Charles 
Reuter, Jr., to the bedrooms on 
the second floor, and proceeded 
with their search in leisurely fash- 
ion and without further display of 
arms. Reuter’s mother was ill and 
had retired early. Over his pro- 
test they entered her bedroom 
and then the leader, stepped out 
to direct one of his companions to 
take Reuter downstairs. 

“As we passed through my bed- 
room,” Reuter told the Sheriff, “I 
noticed my Browning automatic 
shotgun standing in a corner, load- 
ed. But I never thought to get 
it. I had no idea the men were 
not really prohibition agents.”’ 

Heard Safe Being Opened. 

As he reached the foot of the 
steps, he related, he heard a me- 
tallic sound, which he later judged 
was the sound of a éafe door being 
opened. The leader and the tall 
robber came down the steps, an- 
nounced that they were ready to 
depart, and left with their com- 
panions. 

Mrs. Reuter followed them down 
the steps, and, as they went out 


both ad- 


the door, cried, “They’ve broken 
open the safe. ‘We've been 
robbed.” 


The robbers had worked so rap- 
idly that Mrs. Reuter was unable 
to say how they had entered the 
small safe, which was standing 
against the wall a few feet from 
her bed. The heavy outer door 
had been standing open, and they 
had broken the lock On the inner 
door. 

Charles Reuter, Sr., told authori- 
ties that the safe had eontained 
two registered $5000 #£=xLiberty 
bonds, besides several hundred 
dollars 4n time deposit certificates 
and steck in an East Alton Bank 
in an undetermined amount. 

William Reuter said that a se- 
dan like that used by the robbers 
had driven up in front of the house 
about noon yesterday. He walked 
toward it, observing that two men 
were riding in it, and they turned 
and drove away.

Restraint of Trade Denied. 


GENEVA, Feb. 7.—More than 


ly or totally unemployed at pres- 
ent in the world, according to con- 
servative and mostly official, sta- 
tistics collected by the Internation- 
al Labor Office. 
In European countries from 
which the Labor Bureau gets 
weekly reports, there are at the 
moment more than 11,000,000 un- 
employed. The figures for over- 
seas countries are incomplete, 
American estimates ranging from 
the official figure of 4,000,000 to 
double that number consequently 
the world situation cannot be as 
accurately gauged as that of Eu- 
rope itself. | 
In Germany there are 4,506,000 
without work: in Great Britain 
2,500,000, in Italy more than 600,- 
000: in Czecho-Slovakia, 156,000: 
in Poland more than 200,000, and 
in Japan nearly 400,000. France, 
the labor office reports, is now be- 
ginning to show a decided slacken- 
ing in industrial activity. Com- 
pared with a year ago, unem ploy- 
ment in all parts of the world has 
more than doubled. 
Joining in the campaign to seek 
alleviation for the industrial de- 
pression the Labor Office already 
has summoned an _ international 
unemployment committee to draw 
up a general plan of research in 
co-operation with other interna- 
tional institutions. Its first meet- 
ing was held Jan. 28. 
Situation in Austria. 
A casual survey of some of the 
reports reaching the Labor Office 
shows that in Austria there are 57 
per cent more workers receiving aid 
now than a year ago. Belgium 
has five times as many unemployed 
and Czecho-Slovakia is extending 
government aid to two and one- 
half times as many jobless as & 
year ago. The registered unem- 
ployed in Czeche-Siovakia have in- 
creased four and one-half timres 
during the same period. 
Denmark. Finland, Norway and 
Sweden reportLincreases in unem- 
ployed of 22 per cent, 94 per cent, 
41 per cent and 60 per cent, re- 
spectively. In Germany the gov- 
ernment and ineurance benefit 
funds were distributed among 2,- 
549.115, while Great Britain and 
Ireland paid benefits to 2,368,798. 
An intevesting disclosure is that 
while in 1919 there were about 4,- 
500,000 workers in all countries 
eligible for unemployment insur- 
ance, of whom 3,700,000 were Brit- 
ish, today unemployment insur- 
ance, either governméntal or pri- 
vate, exists in 10 countries and ap- 
plies to about 47,500,000 workers. 
U. S. Without Benefit System. 
The United States is the only 
large industrial country which 
does not have some system of un- 
employment protection for its 
workers. Russia, where insurance 
was obligatory until a few months 
ago, indefinitely suspended that 
law because of a dearth of labor. 
In the last 12 months, Holland’s 
unemployed have increased by 124 
per cent so far as insured workers 
@re concerned while in Rumania 
the gain has been 6% times. Swit- 
zéerland’s unemployed have doubled 
in number and Jugo-Siavia reports 
a gain of 39 per cent. Japan re- 
ports 38 per cent more unemployed 
than a year ago and in Palestine, 
where controversy has arisen over 
the bar against immigration of 
Jews, there are twice as many idle 
as a year ago. 
The one spot in Europe that re- 
ports a decrease in unemployment 
is Ireland, where latest figures 
show actually 55 per cent fewer 
unemployed than a month ago on 
the same date.

Business Reasons for Merger.

Supreme Court's Decree. 

The Government's suit to dis- 
solve the Standard Oi] Co. of New 
Jersey, as a combination in re- 
straint of trade contrary to the 
Sherman anti-trust act. was filed 
in St. uis Federal Court Nov. 15, 
1906, id President Roosevelt's sec- 
ond term. The decision of the 
United States Circuit Court, dis- 
solving Standard of New Jersey, 
was rendered here in October. 
1909, and the Supreme Court af- 
firmed the St. Leuis decree, and 
explained its significance, in its 
decision of May, 1911. Section 6 
of the Supreme Court's decigion of 
1911, an which the argument in the 
Socony-Vacuum case hinged, is:

South Eleventh street, early yes- 
was ordered held for the 
Coroner last night by police, who 
had said a short time earlier that 
the relative had a-_ satisfactory 
alibi. At the same time, the police, 
who had previously announced that 
Bauer's wife and elder daughter 
would be held for the Coroner, re- 
leased the two women, after hours 
ot questioning. 

Bauer, who was 45 years old, 
went into the basement about 7:45 
a. m., police were told. Fifteen 
minutes later he was followed by 
his 5-year-old daughter, Evelyn, 
who found her father lying on the 
floor near a fruit closet. The 
hatchet lay three feet away. 

Last night, after releasing 
Pauer’s widow and 20-year-old 
daughter, Anna, detectives § ad- 
vanced the theory that Bauer 
surprised a vagrant sleeping in the 
cellar, or a burglar, and the in- 
truder had first struck him with 
a mallet and then with the hatchet. 
Police expressed the opinion ‘that 
the killing was not premeditated. 

Policemen who questioned other 
occupants of the four-family build- 
ing where the Bauers lived, were 
unable to find anyone who heard 
any disturbance or had seen any- 
one leave the basement between 
the time of Bauer's starting to 
the cellar and the finding of his 
body. Mrs. Bauer and Anna told 
police that they were in thé kitchen 
during the entire time and heard 
nothing until they were - notified 
of the tragedy by Evelyn. 

Mrs. Bauer told police that. her 
husband had been in ill health and 
very nervous recently. Besides his 
widow and two daughters, he is 
survived by two sons, Willam, 22, 
and Alois, 15, shoeworkers.

SUPERHIGHWAY 


Engineer Cutler Will Call 
on Highway Board to De- 
cide on Location at Meet- 
ing Tuesday. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7. — 
State Highway Engineer T. H. Cut- 
ler said today he would ask the 
State Highway Commission to make 
a final designation of the route for 
the proposed superhighway 
through® St. Louis County, at its 
meeting, here Tuesday. The route 
for the highway, a traffic relief 
road to extend from St. Louis to 
connect with United States Highway 
40 at Wentzville, has been in con- 
troversy for more than twe years. 
Locauon ef the highway was tak- 
en under advisement by the com- 
sion after a hearing in St. Louis 
Jan. 14, at which three suggested 
routes were discussed. 
Engineers of the State Highway 
Department have recommended the 
selection of what has been known 
as the Clayton-Conway road route, 
which however, has been opposed 
by the St. Louis County Court, 
numerous property owners and the 
City Plan Commission of St. Louis, 
which recommended another route 
with Page boulevard as the point of 
entry into St. Louis. 
. A letter from the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Plan Association, opposing the 
Clayton-Conway road route, will be 
submitted to the commission at its 
meeting Tuesday. 
Cutler Favors Clayton Route. 
The State Commission usually 
follows recommendations of the 
department in disputes over routes, 
but has departed from them in 
some instances. Cutler said he fa- 
vored the Clayton-Conway road 
route and had selected it as a de- 
sirable route when the department 
first began seeking a location for 
the superhighway. 
This route would extend from 
the St. Louis city limits along 
Clayton road to North and South 
road, southwest on a new location 
south of the Log Cabin Club, 
thence west across Clayton road 
at a point near its intersection 
with Warson road, thence west on 
a route about midway between 
Conway and Clayton roads to a 
junction with Olive boulevard at 
Bellefontaine. The route would 
continue from Bellefontaine across 
the Missouri River on a new bridge 
to be built near Chesterfield. and 
would connect with Highway No. 
40 at Wentzville. 
“We want a final decision as 
soon a spossible,”’ Cutler said. “The 
route has been under discussion 
for a long time and many persons 
have been holding up building 
plans for a decision.” 
Cutler said the Clayton-Conway 
route provided the most direct 
route, would cost less than other 
suggested routes, and would  in- 
volve less damage to property in 
obtaining right-of-way. 
Free Right-of-Way a Factor. 
The State has followed a policy 
of not buying right-of-way for 
State highways, except where it 
cannot be obtained by local dora- 
tions or through purchase by local 
interests for free conveyance to the 
State. Cutler said he believed 75 
per cent of the right of way fer 
the route would be donated to the 
State. 
He said the engineers had been 
making a study of the various 
routes at intervals for a year. The 
plans call for a right-of-way 200 
feet wide, but the intital con- 
structions would be a 40-foot 
paved roadway near St. Louis and 
a 20-foot roadway for the re- 
maind of the route, with provision 
for widening if necessary. A pre- 
liminary estimate of the cost of 


682,000, exclusive of purchase of 
any right-of-way. Cutler said this 
included $849,000 for grading, 
$900,000 for a bridge across the 
Missouri River near Chesterfieid, 
and $933,000 for paving. 

He estimated the conetruction of 
the road would require about two 
years. No apportionment of funds 
for the superhighway was made in 
the 1931 construction program of 
the Highway Department, because 
the route had not been designated, 
and construction would not begin 
until 1932, Cutler said.

Four Times Foreign Minister— 
President of Senate 8 Years | 
; Under Mussolini. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Feb. 7.—Tommaso Tit- 


toni, Italian statesman in the pre- 
Mussolini era, died here today. He! 
had been ill fof a week with in-. 
fluenza at his home in the Via 
Rasella. 


leaders of the old regime who re- 
mained after the advent of Fas- 
cism. Mussolini let him stay in hig 


post as President of the Senate for 
eight years. 

He was 75 years old and had 
been in podlitics since he was 29. 
He was president of the “Royal 
Academy of Italy until last year, 
when Senator Guglielmo Marconi 
succeeded him. 


Four Times Foreign Minister; Pre- 
mier for Brief Period. 

Tittoni was four times Foreign 
Minister, Premier for a brief peri- 
od, Ambassador to London and 
Paris and in addition President of 
the Senate from 1919 to 1929. 

In the summer of 1922, Tittoni 
visited the United States as Italy's 
spokesman at the Institute of Poli- 
tics at Williams College, Williams- 
town, Mass. On adjournment ofthe 
institute he gave several lectures in 
various cities. 

President Tittoni, as she generally 
was called in Italy, was born in 
Rome, Nov. 16, 1855, the son of 
Vincenzo and Elisa Silvestrelli Tit- 
toni. He was educated in the law 
department of the University of 
Rome and augmented that course 
with studies at Oxford and the Uni- 
versity of Liege, Belgium, which 
gave him a sound knowledge of En- 
glish and French. 

Soon after his return to Italy he 
entered politics. He assumed his 
first portfolio, that of foreign af- 
fairs, in the second Giolitti Cabinet, 
serving from 1903 to 1905, and as 
Premier ad interim in March of the 
latter year. He then went to the 
Court of St. James's as Ambassador 
until May, 1906, and left that post 
to become Foreign Minister again 
in the third Giolitti Cabinet. 

After three years as head of the 
Foreign Department, he returned to 
the diplomatic service as Ambassa- 
dor to France and was in Paris 
from 1910 to 1916. It was he who 
in August, 1914, announced to Pre- 
mier Viviani of France the decision 
of Italy to remain neutral in the 
war and a year later the decision to 
cast in with the allies. Tittoni was 
one of Italy's segotiators of the 
pagt of London, which preceded 
Italy’s entrance into the war and 
as a reward for his services was 
made a Minister of State in 1916. 

Back in the foreign post again in 
the first Nitti Cabinet, he repre- 
sented Italy as first delegate at the 
peace conference in Paris from 
June to November, 1919, and was 
his country’s spokesman at the 
League of Nations until 1921. He 
had been a member of The Hague 
Court of Arbitration since 1912. 

Tittoni was elected President of 
the Senate in December, 1919, and 
served until March, 1929, when he 
became the first president of the 
Royal Academy of Italy, which is 
limited to 30 members. In April, 
1923, he received the supreme trib- 
ute from his King, being made a 
chevalier of the Order of the An- 
nunziata,

The officers concerned 
include the Sheriff, Assessor, Col- 
lector. Treasurer, Prosecuting At- 
torney. Recorder of Deeds. Coun- 
selor. Surveyor. and the Clerks of 


Sev- 
eral of the officers are paid by fees 
collected by their offices up to a 
certain Hmit. 

Bills fixing the compensation of 
elective officers of St. Louis Coun- 
ty are now before the Legislature.

A survéy, made by the Associat- 
ed Press, shows the majority of 
60 communities suffering from a 
shortage have from three weeks to 
90 days’ supply of water available. 

Many cities which have supplied 
railroads with water have cut off 
this service while ube of water by 
filling stations and for washing of 
cofimunities. 
Although an average of .37 of an 
inch of rain fell throughout Little 
Egypt in the last 24 hours, it did 
little to improve conditions. It is 
estimated approximately six inches 
of rain will have to fall before any 
materia] improvement will be no- 
ticeable in the drouth area. 
Christopher, in Franklin County, 
has only three weeks’ supply avail- 
able, Mayor O. H. Lewis said today. 
He said the city has stopped the 
sale of water to the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy and other rail- 
roads in an effort to prevent a 
famine.

MARYVILLE LYNCHING. 
CAUSES REPORTED ON 


‘The Rev. G. S. Cox Finds Race 
Prejudice High, . Social 
Structure Weak. 


— 


By the Aagocjated Press. . 
NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—The Rev. 


Gilbert S. Cox, former pastor in 
Maryville, Mo., emerged from his 
investigation of the , pes of 
Raymond Gunn, a Negro, at Mary- 
yille Jan. 12, with a “terrifying 
sense of the weak foundation upon 


which our modern social] structure 
seems to rest.” his report, made 
public today, disclosed. 

Dr. Cox, pastor of the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church of 
South Bend, Ind., conducted his in- 
vestigation at the request of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, and as a rep- 
resentative of the Council's Com- 
mission on Race Relations. 

Several deep-seated circum- 
stances made inevitable the lynch- 
ing of Gunn as punishment for his 
murder of Velma Colter, 19 years 
old, a school teacher, Dr. Cox re- 
ported. 

First, Dr. Cox found that “the 
community is only one generation 
removed from a pioneer society. 
and since it is somewhat isolated, 
there is a hangover of those rugged 
methods of justice that have on 
other occasions attempted to ignore 
the processes of law.” 


there existed in the Maryville area 
“an age-old race prejudice,” which 
a neighborhood newspaper report- 
ed was “so bad that the sale of a 
certain tooth paste had decreased 
rapidly due to a Negro dialect pro- 
gram used to advertise it over the 
radio.” 

Dr. Cox found, too, that the eco- 
nomic depression “has created a 
spirit of restlessness and rebel- 
Tion.”’ * 

Finally, the investigator found 
that there was a “lack of moral 
leadership” and in the churches 
a “stubborn opposition to ‘the 
ethical demands of religion.” 

Of Gunn's guilt; Dr. Cox reported 
there could be no doubt. Evidence 
in .addition to the confession of 
Gunn, was overwhelming, he said. 

AS precautionary measures 
against recurrence of the incident, 
Dr. Cox suggested there should be 
a race relations committee in every 
community where there are a few 
Negroes and that some _ social 
agency should be made responsible 
for persons such as Gunn, who Dr. 
Cox reported, was mentally 
ciseased.

France and Italy. 


France's relations with Italy re- 
main to be considerea. In May, 
1930, Mussolini delivered a splen- 
Gidly resonant war speech. France 
responded with a marked increase 
in her armaments. Briand uttered 
the significant words. that France 
“was conscious not only of having 
the right on her side but also of 
having at her disposal the means 
of securing justice, if that should 
become necessary.”’ 

Although dark storm clouds may 
have shown themselves for a time 
on the political heavens of Europe, 
they disappeared by the end of 
1930. It is true that Mussolini 
initiated negotiations with Turkey 
and even Russia, and carried them 
through to a certain extent. But 
cooling floods soon descended on 
these lit fires of warlike prepara- 
tions. 

In Jugo-Slavia tertain organiza- 
tions which before the war were 
directed against Austria are now 
directed against Italy. The notor- 
ious Obrana is again making its 
sinister power felt; in the border 
province of Venezia-Giulia the Irre- 
dentists’ idea is being nourished in 
a menacing manner. -In addition 
to all this is the economic depres- 
sion, which is also making itself 
felt in Italy to a very considerable 
degree. 
Quite characteristic, in this con- 
nection, is the message which Mus- 
solini sent to America on New 
Year’s day. After the flattering ad- 
mission that “without the help of 
the United States, which was in- 
spired above all by idealistic rea- 
sons, the great war could not have 
been won,” there came the very ma- 
terialistic conclusion that “without 
the action of the United States we 
cannot emerge from this period of 
post-war depression and get back 
again to times of prosperity.”

An Economic Conference. 


It is understandable that the fol- 
lowing passionate declaration by 
Mussolini was sincerely meant: “I 
fought in the late war as a private 
soldier: I know what war is. Neither 
I nor my Government “or my peo- 
ple want to bring about another 
war.” The greatest force was add- 
ed to this. declaration by the new. 
rapprochement between France and 
England, already mentioned, The 
failure to renew the treaty of friend- 
ship between Italy and France, on 
the other hand, is hardly important. 
The incidence of political necessity 
is often stronger than the power of 
political treaties. 

In view of all that has been said 
above, one fact is established: The 
declaration of peace of four foreign 
ministers must be taken as most se- 
riously meant and as supported by 
the strongest reasons. Now the 
League of Nations must solve one 
more difficult problem, which is the 
economic crisis paralyzing the in- 
dustrial motors of the world. To 
this end there must be above all a 
conference of the countries chiefly 
involved. It need not be a confer- 
ence of the scope of the disarma- 
ment conference, a date for which 
has finaliy been set; also it need not 
be postponed so long. The distress 
of all peeples is great, monstrously 
great. Now, if ever, danger is at 
the very threshold.

The Missouri State Senate’s com- 

mittee on Labor, Commerce, Manu- 
factories, Mines and Mining now 
has the measure submitted to it, 
as to legislative bodies in other 
states, by the American Association 
for Labor Legislation. Missouri 
employers will have an opportun- 
ity, at a hearing next Thursday 
night, to express their views on the 
pending bill, It would require in- 
dustrial con¢eerns to contribute to a 
State reserve fund, for payment of 
benefits to those out of work. 
No representative of the employ- 
ers, So far as could be learned, was 
in the smal! group which attended 
the hearing held two evenings ago 
upon the measure. The committee 
heard advocates of the Dill, St. 
Louis clubwomen, a university in- 
structor and a labor leader. The 
chairman, Senator Albert M. Clark 
of Richmond, then decided that the 
employers should have a further 
chance to be heard, and he fixed 
the time for the second hearing. 


Employers to Contribute. 


Other members of the committee 
are Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis, who introduced the bill by 
request; Senators Carter M. Bu- 
ford of Ellington, J. H. Gunn of 
Otterville, Derwood E. Williams of 
Troy, W. F. Depelheuer of St. Louis 
and P. 8S. Terry of Festus. 

The proposed State law, which 
its backers expect to see amended 
in some ways before final action 
in the Senate, provides that an em- 
ploye shall be entitled to benefits 
for unemployment not less than 
two weeks after notification of 
such unemployment. An employe 
shall receive benefits only if he 
has been employed in the State for 
not less than 26 weeks in the two 
preceding calendar years. One em- 
ployed for other than manual la- 
bor at $1500 a year or more is not 
eligible. 

To receive benefits, it is further 
provided, the applicant must show 
that he is “capable of and avail- 
able for employment, and unable 
to obtain his usual employment or 
another for which he is reason- 
ably fitted.” He shall not be re- 
quired to accept employment in a 
vacancy due to stoppage of work 
in a tradé dispute, or where 
wages, hours and conditions are 
below the standard prevailing for 
similar work. 

An employe, it is provided, shall 
not be entitled to benefits if he 
was discharged for misconduct, if 
he has quit voluntarily without rea- 
sonable cause, or if he left or lost 
his position because of a trade 
dispute, so long as the dispute con- 
tinues. 


Modest Weekly Benefits. 

The rate of benefits is fixed at 
not more than 60 per cent of week- 
ly wages, or not more than $10 a 
week to an adult, or $5 to a per- 
son under 18. Benefits shal] be 
paid for not more than 13 weeks 
in one calendar year, and not for 
more than one-fourth of the time 
for which the person was employed 
in the two preceding calendar 
years. 

The proposed law creates a 
State Unemployment Reserve Fund, 
to which employers shall be re- 
quired to contribute 1% per cent 
of the total sums paid by them 
as wages to employes. Record and 
audit of payrolls, for the purpose 
of determining the amounts for 
which employers are liable, are 
provided for. “In the event of 
bankruptcy or insolvency of an em- 
ployer, the amount due for contri- 
bution shall be a preferred asset 
second only to wages.” 

The fund is proposed to be ad- 
ministered by the State Labor 
Commissioner, who would appoint 
an Employment Stabilization Board 
for each classified industry or 
group of industries. Each beard 
shall have not less than five mem- 
bers, at least three to be employ- 
ers. These boards would have

An em- 
ploye shall receive benefits from 
the particular fund to which his 
last employer contributed. 

Employes, the bill provides, may 
make voluntary arrangements to 
contribute to the fund, in order to 
provide additional benefits; but no 
agreement of an employe to pay 
any portion of the employer’s pay- 
ment to the fund shall be valid, and 
no such contribution shall be de- 
ducted from an employe’s salary. 


Really Not a Dole. 


Advocates of the measure heard 
by the Senate committee last 
Thursday night were Mrs. Walston 
Chubb of Webster Groves, repre- 
senting the American Association 
for Labor Legislation; Mrs. E. M.

bill, was kept from the hearing by 
illness. 

England’s system of unemploy- 
ment insurance was mentioned, and 
“indiscriminate use of the term 
“dole” was condemned by the 
speakers. In this connegtion, Rob- 
ert §S. Field of Philadelphia, a 
leader in the work of the Associa- 
tion for Labor Legislation, said re- 
cently: 

“Interests opposed to this plan 
point to British experience with the 
‘dole’ as a horrible example. The 
two plans have important differ- 
ences, but aside from that fact, very 
few realize that six-sevenths of the 
persons drawing unemployment 
benefits in Great Britain are re- 
ceiving protection for which they 
have helped to pay on an actuarial 
basis; only one-seventh are really 
getting a ‘dole.’ ’’ 


The English Plan. 


Margaret Bondfie!ld, Minister of 
Labor for Great Britain, in a recent 
detailed statement describing the 
British system, said: 

“The unemployment § insurance 
scheme is administered by the Min- 
ister of Labor through the national 
system of employment - exchanges: 
The country is divided into areas, 
for each of which either an em- 
ployment exchange or a branch em- 
ployment office is provided. 

“The contributions from employ- 
ers and employed are paid by 
means of unemployment insurance 
stamps purchased by the employer’ 
from the postoffice and affixed by 
him, week by week, to unemploy- 
ment books issued to his work peo- 
ple/ Benefit is paid weekly to in- 
sured persons who furnish evidence 
of unemployment. The Minister 
has power to arrange for payments 
through trade uniors to their mem- 
bers when unemployed. 

“When a man loses his employ- 
ment-he attends the Exchange to 
register for fresh employment and 
to claim benefit. In every case his 
last employer is asked to give the 
reasons why employment termi- 
nated, and the claimant is given an 
opportunity of commenting upon 
the employer’s statement if the 
reply indicates that benefit should 
not be allowed. Before benefit can 
be paid, the man must show that 
he has paid the minimum number 
of contributions and that he is 
capable of work, available for 
work, and is unemployed within the 
meaning of the act. He must also 
show that he is free from dis- 
qualification. ‘ 

“No person can get benefit if he 
has left his last employment volun- 
tarily, or has lost ft through his 
own conduct or because of a trade 
dispute. The decision ‘whether or 
not the claimant is qualified for 
benefit is given by independent au- 
thorities appointed by the Minis- 
ter for this purpose. Their deci-

Must Be Qualified. 


“It has often been said that per- 
sons are in receipt of benefit who 
are not entitled to it. These alle- 
gations have been examined from 
time to time by independent au- 
thorities and on every occasion it 
has been found that they had no 
foundation. 
“Unemployment insurance is 
gradually losing the provisional 
character that marked its earlier 
stages, and is being placed on an 
increasingly scientific and perma- 
nent basis. At present the ques- 
tion of the administrative and fi- 
nancial organization of unemploy- 
ment insur@nce is one of the most 
important problems of social poli- 
cy. 
“One of the great advantages of 
20 years’ experience of unemploy- 
ment insurance is that we know 
more about our unemployed than 
any other country. In order to get 
benefit, a man must register him- 
self at an exchange where he gives 
full particulars of his industria! 
history, his age, qualifications and 
the reasons for losing his employ- 
ment. This gives us a very sensi- 
tive register of the unemployed. It 
is in some ways a _ disadvantage. 
You all know the weekly dose of 
depression which appears in the 
English press. We are the only 
country in the world to advertise 
the fact. America gives no such re- 
turn, and there is no accurate 
measure of the amount of unem- 
ployment. The regult of our publi- 
cation of a weekly figure is that 
people, both at, home and abroad, 
think this country has a standing 
army of a million and a half un- 
employed. This of course is quite 
untrue, 

Groups of Unemployed. 

“Of the unemployed 90,000 are 
boys and girls, many of whom 
have left school and are awaiting 
the opportunity of entering indus- 
try. About a quarter of the total 
are women. Nearly 100,000 of the 
total are persons in casua] employ- 
ment, who are not at work when 
the count is taken, but who are at 
work on other days of the week. 
Another half million are persons 
who are temporarily stopped ow- 
ing to short time, bad weather, 
breakdown of machinery and other 
causes; they are claiming benefit 
because they have insured them- 
selves against that risk. No per- 
son can get benefit unless he is un- 
employed for three days out of six. 
“Many people register as unem- 
ployed, on a day when they are 
involuntarily idle, as 2 precaution- 
ary measure; they may find they 
have to claim benefit if they are 
unemployed so long. If you look 
at the industrial distribution you 
find that the export trades are re- 
sponsible for two-thirds of the 
total number of unemployed. Neat- 


of women unemployed are in the 
cotton trade of Lancashire, which 
is going through a period of se- 


ly one-third of the total number/ 
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‘This extreme ‘patchiness’ in the 
incidence of unemployment has not 
been caused by the shortcomings 
and defects, physical, mental or 
moral, of individual men and wom- 
en. The workers in the least for- 
tunate export industries have been 
no more lacking in the social vir- 
tues than the workers in the trades 
that have suffered scarcely at ail. 
The workers in shipbuilding have 
had as many as 45 per cent of all 
their number registered as unem- 
ployed, and the percentage has sel- 
dom fallen below 20. During the 
last four years they were joined in 
this melancholy pre-eminence by 
coal miners and, more recently, by 
cotton trade workers. 


Length of Idleness. 

“If we analyzed the alarming 
tota! on any day, we should find 
that more than half had been em- 
ployed less than a month, three- 
quarters less than three months, 
and even of the remaining quarter, 
consisting of the poorest, least ef- 
ficient and least trustworthy type, 
including the inevitable mixture of 
shirkers, only a small proportion 
had not found work within six 
months. . This effectively disposes 
of the idea that there is a standing 
army of unemployed. It still leaves 
us with a very difficult problem. 

“a good deal of the criticism of 
unemployment insurance, and the 
quite erroneous idea that it is a 
dole, have been due to confusion 
between unemployment insurance 
and poor law. Outdoor relief or 
poor law relief is administered by 
bodies appointed by the oounty 
councils. It is essentially a local 
government and not a national gov- 
ernment responsibility. 

“It is the duty of these authori- 
ties (known as public assistance 
committees) to relieve destitution. 
That is to say, their payments are 
discrimin g and discretionary. 
They are based on need, whereas 
the rates of unemployment benefit 
are fixed by act of Parliament for 
each class, and are paid not ac- 
cording to need but in return for 
premiums paid to cover the risk of 
unemployment. * 

“Under a strict contributory in- 
surance scheme a man who is qual- 
ified for benefit has not been un- 
employed long enough to feel the 
demoralizing effects of idleness. It 
is not generally realized that over 
60 per cent of the persons regis- 
tered as unemployed at any time 
have been unemployed for less than 
a month. There is a constant 
change in the personnel of the un- 
employed, and there is no stigma 
attached to the receipt of unem- 
ployment benefit during periods of 
temporary unemployment. 


Better Than Savings. 

“an unemployed workman who 
has paid 15 shillings ($3.75) by 
way of contributions in two years 
is able to draw benefit at the rate 
of 17 shillings ($4.25) a week if 
single} and 26 shillings ($6.50) if 
he is married, with an allowance 
of two shillings (50 cents) for 
each chiid. This provision would 
be quite beyond the power of the 
individual workman to make by 
thrift. 

“It is probable that in the pres- 
ent time of economic difficulties 
this arrangement best meets our 
eeds. Any system of insurance by 
ndustry would probably have 
failed to withstand the heavy un- 
employment in the last few years

Already this case has demon- 
Strated the slow and _ inefficient 
methods hampering the action of 
an admittedly well intentioned 
State Commission; before it is fin- 
ished, the consumers of electricity 
in St. Louis will realize the virtual 
futility of this elaborate proceed- 
ing. They will find, among other 
things, that the major part of the 
cost, likely to run to $200,000 or 
more, will be collected from them 
in the rates they pay for electric 
service. 


Sham Battle Over Rates. 


This is, in fact, a sham battle 
over rates. On, one side is the 
largest public «utility corporation 
in the State, one of the biggest in 
the Middle West, a subsidiary of 
the powerful North American Co. 
On the othe” gide is the largest city 
in the State, represented by its law 
department, struggling against 
odds to attain the doubtful advan- 
tage of a rate reduction order. 
A brief review of the case, with 
a finger pointed to the probable 
outcome, will show why Samuel 
Untermyer made the _ statement 
quoted at the beginning of this 
article. 

Early in 1928 the Post-Dispatch 
showed by the company’s annual 
statement that Union Electric was 
earning a return in excess of 8 
per cent on the value of its proper- 
ty as carried on its books. The 
State Public Service Commission 
and the courts have held that a 
reasonable return is between 7 and 
8 per cent—never exceeding the 
latter figure—on the fair present 
value of property used in the pub- 
lic service. 

Thereupon the Public Service 
Commission held informal confer- 
ences with executives of the com- 
pany, as a result of which the 
company reduced its rates to in- 
dustrial customers about $700,000 
a year. The household rate was 
not changed. City Counselor 
Muench asserted residential con- 
sumers were entitled to a reduction 
and filed a petition asking the Pub- 
lic Service Comndssion to make an 
audit of the company’s property 
and revenue accounts for the pur- 
pose of determining the fairness of 
rates. 


Audit Required Two Years. 


The company had not been val- 
ued for rate-making purposes by 
the commission since 1915 when 
$26,000,000 had been fixed as a 
fair rate base. Its books showed 
it had more than doubled its in- 
vestment in the intervening 13 
years during which it had oper- 
ated practically without regulation. 
In response to the city’s petition 
the commission ordered an audit to 
determine, first, the net additions 
to the property account up to 
June 30, 1929, and, second, the op- 
erating revenues, expenses and net 
earnings for the year ending June 
30, 1929. ! 

This audit required more than 
two years and was completed last 
September. The cost was $36,- 
109.71, which was collected by the 
commission from the company and ' 
was charged by the company to the 
consumers as an operating expense. 
In the audit the commission ac- 
ceuntants did not undertake to cal- 
culate the rate of return earned by 
the company, but in a supplemen- 


ing rates of return: For the 
souri business, 1929, 10.34 per cent;

7.11 per cent. The lower estimates 
for years beginning with 1931 were 
due to the fact that before the 
end of this year the company will 
put into service its hydro-electric 
plant on the Osage River with an 
added investment of some $33,<- 
000,000, but will not immediately 
receive commensurate additional 
revenue. 

Tedious Examinations. 

Upon the filing of the audit with 
the commission, the company 
sought to have the proceding dis- 
missed on the ground that the 
audit wag not competent evidence 
of value; that present fair value 
for rate-making could be detere 
mined only after a complete phys- 
ical appraisal by engineers, and 
that even the 1915 valuation used 
as a starting point was not based 
on an appraisal. 

The City countered with a claim 
for a greater reduction than was 
first sought; $1,000,000 could be 
saved to the consumers, it said, 
without reducing the company’s re- 
turn below the reasonable level. 

The hearing now in progress is 

before the commission, with Chair- 
man Milton R. Stahl and Commis- 
sioners John H. Porter and 8. M,z 
Hutchison sitting, to determine 
whether the evidence ts sufficient 
for a valuation and whether earn- 
ings on that valuation would justi- 
fy a rate reduction. Both sides 
have many expert witnesses, and 
lawyers indulge in long and tedious 
direct and cross examinations. 
It has been in progress four 
weeks. The most optimistic esti- 
mates are that as much longer will 
be required to finish it, using four 
days a week. Louis H. Egan, pres- 
ident of Union Electric, estimated 
the minimum cost to the company 
at $5000 a day, all of which be- 
comes an operating expense and is 
paid in the end by the consumers 
of electricity, not by the stockhold- 
ers of the company. In addition, a 
considerable commission expense 
payable out of State general rev- 
enue will be incurred and the City’s 
law department will spend several 
thousand dollars. 


Cost May Reach $196,000. 


The greater part of the cost, 
however, will be chargeable to the 
coinpany and will be borne by the 
consumers. If the hearing requires 
33 days at the minimum of $6000 a 
day the amount will be $160,000 to 
which should be added $36,000, 
cost of the audit, making a total of 
$196,000. The company’s two chief 
executive officers, President Egan 
and Vice President Frank Boehm, 
have been in constant attendance, 
It has constantly at hand several 
other executives and expert wit- 
nesses, and is using many employes 
to prepare and assemble evidence. 
The history of such cases indi- 
cates quite clearly the course this 
one is likely to take. After all the 
evidence is in, several weeks will 
be required for briefs of counsel 
and an examination of the volumi- 
nous record by the commission.

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Another Panamanian, the “Dancing Girl,” 
Also on Display Today With Dozens of. 
Rarities Seen Only Here. 


Orchids which cannot be seen 

anywhere in the United States but 
here have been put on display in 
the Orchid Show at Shaw’s Garden, 
reaching its finest today and to 
close next Sunday night. 
‘ Dozens of the rarities selected 
for display from the world’s finest 
public collection of show orchids, 
cannot, of course, be seen else- 
where in this country. But, through 
the yearly Orchid Show, they have 
become familiar to thousands of 
St. Louisans. Some not so familiar 
are On display today. 

This is the North American pre- 
miere of the Panamanian “wax 
orchid,” a flower with cream yel- 
low petals so heavy, and of so close 
a texture, that it looks scarcely 
real. The plant on display in a 
pergola on the east side of the 
Floral Display House is the only 
one in this country... A wax orchid 
was brought to flower at Shaw’s 
Garden in 1927, but died, and an- 
other plant, extraordinarily deli- 
cate even among orchids, was 
brought from Panama by Superin- 
tendent Pring a year ago. 

Drawing particular interest to 
the pergola on the opposite side of 
the display house are bright yel- 
low sprays of another Panamanian, 
the “dancing girl.” The name was 
imported with the orchid by Su- 
perintendent Pring from the com- 
mon speech of the natives. The tiny 
petals form a vivid representation 
of a bonnet worn jauntily, a tight, 
dark bodice, outstretched arms and 
flaring ballet skirt. The “leaves” 
—slender, pointed bulbs—have an 
apt resemblance:to stilletos. 

Fragrant Colémbian Cattleya. 

Not to be found elsewhere in this 
country are the purple-lipped 
Flores de Mayo, of which half a 
dozen are on display today. This 
fragrant Colombian Cattleya usual- 
ly shows but the barest hint of 
mauve and a golden throat, leav- 
ing the heavier range of mauves| 


to its scentless fellow Cattleya, the 
Tulipan. 

The unique exception was found 
among the thousands of Cattleyas 
collected in the Andes by Supt. 
Pring in 1923, and carefully propa- 
gated until the garden has more 
than a dozen plants with the pur- 
ple throat. The color scale in the 
other Flores de Mayo which fill 
the flower house with fragrance is 
unusually rich. .On a stand of that 
variety on the east side, for ex- 
ample, only two are typical albinos 
with the yellow throat. 

Still, however, the most impres- 
sive of the mauve Cattleya shades 
are reserved to the Tulipans, The 
growing collection permits hun- 
dreds to remain in the show, at a 
period when, in other seasons, they 
would have been replaced by the 
later-blooming Flores de Mayo. 
They are an exquisite demonstra- 


‘tion of almost infinite variation in 


one basic color. 

Blooming in Bright Orange. 

Standing out oddly in a bank of 
Tulipans and Flores de Mayo at 
the north end of the display is a 
plant blooming in bright orange. 
Its one-inch blossoms are in sharp 
contrast to six-inch flowers about 
it. It is, however, close kin—the 
Cattleya auriantiaca, or orange 
“Lygmy” Cattleya. 

®Wisewhere in the garden other 
displays are biddirg for a share of 
the interest given the aristocrats in 
the Orchid Show. There are, for 
example, the remarkable French 
hybrids of the Japanese Camellia, 
recently impofted by the garden 
and blooming their pink-and-white 
loveliest in the red brick Linnaean 
House. And there is the Coffee 
Finca, in the greenhouse at the 
northwest end of the range headed 
by the great Palm House, where 
coffee berries are ripening and 
bananas turning yellow in a set- 
ting of tropical naturalness.

“By the admission of the chair- 
man of the House Committee, who 
most courteously received the dele- 
gation, nothing more than a mere 
estimate amounting almost to 
guesswork has been made of the 
effect of these bills on the people. 
Not a single compilation of the ef- 
fect in dollars and cents on the 
taxpayers of the State has been 
made, nor any specific calculation 
made of the total tax income which 
will be produced by this legisla- 
tion. We would like to suggest the 
combination of a little arithmetic 
with the desire for State revenue. 
Why not substitute for this ‘sight- 
unseen’ hell-bent-for-election ‘ tax 
bill something that will bear the 
test Of sound analysis when the 
hysteria for relief has passed?” 


FIRING ENTIRE POLICE FORCE 
IN CHICAGO IS SUGGESTED 


Citizens Committee Considers Seri- 
ously Feasibility; Finds Mayor 
Decides Character.

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—An _ entire 
new police force for Chicago was 
suggested in the report of the Citi- 
zen’s Police Committee, made pub- 
lic today. 

The report said the committee is 
considering seriously the feasibility 
of seeking dismissal of the present 
force in its entirety, enrolling a 
complete force to operate under 
new statutes. 

“It is quite within the range of 
possibility that the shortest road 
to police rehabilitation would in- 
volve mustering out the entire po- 
lice personnel, and substitution of 
a new force, under new leadership 
and guided by new statutory ar- 
rangements,’’ the report states. 

The general public “largely de- 
termines what the character and 
quality ‘of its police service shall 
be when it elects a mayor,” the re- 
port declares. 


HOMES DESTROYED BY FOREST 
FIRES IN NORTH CAROLINA 


Mountain Roads Dotted With Ref- 
ugees Carrying Personal Effects 
and Leading Livestock. 

By the Associated Press. 

MARION, N. C.. Feb, 7.—Feed- 
ing on drouth-dried pines and un- 
derbrush and occasionally preying 
on the home of some mountain 
family, two forest fires raged to- 
day over thousands of acres of vir- 
gin forest lands in McDonald Coun- 
ty. 

To the north of Marion moun- 
tain roads were dotted here and 
there with men and women; some 
earrying children or personal ef- 
fects, others Weading livestock and 
still others driving carts loaded 
with household goods; all fleeing 
from spots where heaps of ashes 
and bits of twisted iron utensils 
marked what had been their home. 

Many of the cabins in the rugged 
country are surrounded by clear- 
ings sufficient to save them, but 
others are built right in the brush.

b. U. P. BOSS BLOCKS 
TAMMANY INQUIRY 


William Ward, 76, Westchester 
County Leader, Refuses to Aid 
Party Force Investigation. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—William 
Ward, 76-year-old boss of West- 
chester County, who lives alone in 
a home called ‘The Castle’ atop 
a hill in Port Chester, turned his 
back again today on overtures to 
bring him into line with the Re- 
publican state organization in the 
effort to force a state investigation 
into alleged Tammany corruption 
in New York. 

Democratic judges have been 
resigning under fire. One has dis- 
appeared. Graft charges have been 
made against departments in the 
city government. The man who 
stands in the way of an investi- 
gation into these matters by the 
Republican - controlled legislature 
is a hidebound Republican who 
was once so eminent in party af- 
fairs that he dared snub President 
Taft by refusing to attend a din- 
ner in the White House to the Na- 
tional Committee. 

Instead of going to that White 
House function, Ward played 
rummy in a Washington hotel. 
When reporters asked him why he 
had refused to go he said, “‘I never 
attend dinners.’’ Then for years, 
to make that explanation good, he 
didn’t.. Now he goes to one a 
year. 

Holds Up Votes for Inquiry. 

Ward has blocked the investi- 
gation into Tammany ordering the 
two Senators from his county to 
vote against it. Without those 
votes, the measure will be lost. 

Twenty, years ago, Ward was a 
man of national reputation. From 
1904 to 1912, he was a member of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, serving on its powerful execu- 
tive committee. He was one of the 
six Or seven men in the campaign 
of 1908. When Taft was renomi- 
nated he remained regular, but his 
heart was with Roosevelt—and so 
he was skidded into nonentity so 
far as national politics was con- 
cerned. 8 

In Westchester, however, he re- 
mains the benevolent despot. His 
friends say he would rather run 
Westchester than the nation. He 
doesn’t like such frank language— 
“I'd rather do something for the 
future of Westchester than to be 
ina position of power that would 
enable me to do something for the 
future of the state or the nation,” 
is more nearly his way of express- 


ing ft. 
tes Colorful Fight. 

Whatever hid reasons for pre- 
venting an investigation into Tam- 
many-ruled New York City, he has 
precipitated a colorful fight. 

Possessor of $15,000.000 to $20,- 
000,000, he carries on his political 
business at an old oak desk in 
White Plains, on which there is 
nothing except a bottle of mineral 
water and a scratch-pad. 

He spends his Sundays motoring 
about the county, every inch of 
which he knows. He belongs to 
a country club from which all 
women are excluded, for the sole 
purpose of playing bridge there.

NEW GIRLS’ COLLEGE 
IS BEING ORGANIZED 


Treasurer Tells St. Louisans of 
Educational Project at 
Bennington, Vt. 


A college for girls in which the 
educational program will be fitted 
to the individual is being explained 
to a group of St. Louisans by Fred- 
erick H. Kent of New York, who is 
treasurer of the projected Benning- 


ton College at Bennington, Vt. 

Kent, who is stopping at the 
Coronado Hotel, is meeting with a 
local committee of which Mrs. Guy 
W. Oliver is chairman. The com- 
mittee includes Wilford M. Aiken 
of Johns Burroughs School, Miss 
Virginia Stone of Community 
School, Charles Garrison of the 
Mary Institute, Mrs. George Gell- 
horn and others. 

Already more than $1,000,000 
has been raised for a progressive 
college at Bennington, Kent told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, and it is 
probable that construction of 
buildings will begin in the spring, 
with matriculation of the first 
class of 80 girls in the fall of 
1932. Final plans are dependent, 
however, on raising an additional 
$250,000 of endowment. Kent jis 
making a tour of leading cities 
where he is conferring with educa- 
tors and parents who favor pro- 
gressive methods. 

No Fixed Requirements. 
“There will be no fixed entrance 
requirements at Bennington,” Kent 
explained. “Admission will be de- 
termined by certain aptitude tests 
and by a careful examination of 
the girl’s whole record, as compiled 
from reports of her teachers in the 
preparatory school, from the fam- 
ily and from her fellow students. 
“The work of the college is to be 
divided into four major groups, the 
physical sciences, the social 
sciences, literature and history, and 
the fine arts. The whole aim of the 
first two years is to determine in 
what field the individual belongs 
and, therefore, each girl will take a 
course in each one of these four 
major divisions. In addition, each 
student will take a trial major con- 
ference course to help her to place 
her interests im the field best 
adapted to her capacities.” 


Indorsed by Educators. 

The original idea for Benning- 
ton College came from Dr. Vincent 
Ravi-Booth, a Congregational min- 
ister at Bennington, who felt that 
the town in the Vermont hills was 
ideally suited for a college. Nearly 
$700,000 was subscribed at once 
among old residents of Benning- 
ton and wealthy outsiders who 
have summer homes there. The 
project has since received the in- 
dorsement of leading enducators 
throughout the country, among 
them Prof. John Dewey of Colum- 
bia University and President Rob- 
ert M. Hutchins of the University 
of Chicago. 

Unlike the system prevailing at 
other women’s colleges, students at 
Bennington would pay for the 
whole cost of instruction, the tui- 
tion fee being $975 a year. How- 
ever, one-fourth of the student 
body would be admitted on schol- 
arships for all or part of the tui- 
tion. This, in Kegt’s opinion, 
would enable the school to draw 
a student body from every eco- 
nomic level and from every sec- 
tion of the country. 

High Pay for Teachers. 

There would be approximately 
one faculty member for every eight 
students and members of the fac- 
ulty would be paid the highest 
academic scale, Kent gaid, Also, if 
an instructor was married and had 
a child he would be given $500 a 
year in addition to the standard 
academic salary. There would be 
a long winter vacation, extending 
from before Christmas through 
Washington’s Birthday, to enable 
both faculty and students to travel 
and carry on research at distant 
points. 

Answering the popular objection 
that women’s colleges unfit women 
for marriage, Kent explained that 
one of the aims of Bennington 
would be to train women to make 
intelligent use .of their leisure aft- 
er marriage, assuming that a great 
many of them would marry. Thus, 
a special emphasis would be placed, 
since g great many of the students 
‘would come from wealthy families, 
on philanthropy and the social aci- 
ences. 

Asked about the social life of 
the girls in the little ‘Vermont 
town, 140 miles from Boston and 
170 miles from New York, Kent 
explained with a smile that Wil- 
liams College, Williamstown, Mass., 
was only 14 miles away an that 
a broad concrete highway connect- 
ed Bennington and Williamstown. 

The 140-acre tract that would 
form the campus of Bennington, 
the gift of the Frederick Jen- 
nings estate, is surrounded by hills 
that rise gently from every side. 
Robert De Vore Leigh, who was for- 
merly the A. Barton Hepburn pro- 
fessor of government at Williams 
College, has been selected as presi- 
dent of Bennington College. 


Australia Decides to Restore Value 
of Currency. 
CANBERRA, Australia, Feb. 7. 
—E. G. , Theodore, Australian 
treasurer, told a conference of 
state premiers today that the Gov- 
ernment had rejected the policy of 
reducing wages and instead pro- 
posed to restore the value of Aus- 
tralian currency to its 1929 level. 
This would result in an increase of 
30 per cent in wholesale prices. 
It would not mean inflation, Theo- 
dcre said, but it would increase the 
national income by $500,000,000 
and would provide work for 200,- 
000 men at present unemployed. 
He hinted the Government plan- 
ned to exercise drastic control 
over exchange rates and would re-

that the commission’s audit was not 
prover evidence of value. ‘ 
Early Reduction Unlikely. 

Pending decision on appeal, 
which might go as high as the 
United States Supreme Court and 
take several years, the company 
undoubtedly would continue to col- 
lect present rates under Federal 
Court injunction, possibly being re- 
quired to deposit bond for refund 
of excess collections if the decision 
should be against it. 

How such a case would be de- 
cided is a matter of conjecture. 
The utilities of the country have 
many victories under similar cir- 
cumstances to their credit. Thus 
the distant end to which the litiga- 
tion might go holds little hope for 
early reduction of rates. 

The case is a commentary on 

methods of regulation and their ef- 
fect on rates. More than a week 
hds been consumed on evidence of 
the present value of land owned by 
the company in St. Louis, Its ex- 
pert witnesses have appraised some 
parcels at more than three times 
what the city appraisers said was 
adequate. The company’s claims 
for going value and working capital 
vastly exceed the estimates of the 
commission accountants and the 
city. 
The indefinite formuyla of “a rea- 
sonable return on fair value” opens 
the way to extravagance in proper- 
ty investment and inflation of intan- 
gible accownts. 


No Franchise, No Delay. 


If a utility were strictly regulated 
to a reasonable return on its prop- 
erty, it would not enjoy any addi- 
tional profit from increased busi-. 
ness as long as that increase could 
be served by its original plant or 
property. , ' 

But additional plant investment 
permits greater profits to the com- 
pany’s common stockholders. The 
utility usually borrows most of the 
money for such additions, issuing 
therefor its bonds or preferred 
stocks at rates of 5 to 7 per cent. 
But the company is entitled to a re- 
turn of 8 per cent on the total ad- 
ditional property value, including 
intangibles, and on that basis may 
issue additional common stock. The 
profit afforded by the difference 
between the 8 per cent earning and 
the average of 6 per cent or leas 
paid for borrowed money goes to 
the common stcokholders, usually 
making it possible to pay 10 to 12 
per cent dividends on the common 
stock. 


The consumer will ask, What 
can be done about it? Untermyer 
advised ‘“‘No more franchises.” The 
City of Detroit some years ago 
showed what this means. It re- 
fused to renew the franchises of its 
street railway company. The city 
government thereupon fixed the 
terms and conditions upon which 
the company might continue to op- 
erate, including among other con- 
ditions a rental fee of $200 a day. 
The United States Supreme Court 
acted upon this case, holding that 
the company, having no frarfchise, 
had no choice but to accept the 
city’s conditions or remove its 
property from the streets; that it 
had no vested right for the pro- 
tection of which it could appeal to 
the Supreme Court under the fifth 
and fourteenth amendments to tHe 
Constitution. 

The street railway system has 
since been acquired by the City of 
Detroit, but other major utilities 
now operate under municipal per- 
mits with regulation exercised di- 
rectly by the city and without 
delay.

Britain Make 
on Indian Policy 


Wants 


Nationalist Chief Asserts London Government 
Must Show by Actions It Really 


Peace. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALLAHABAD, India, Feb. 7. — 
Great Britain will have to offer In- 
dia something better than Ramsay 
MacDonald's declarations at the 
Round Table conference, Mahatma 
Gandhi said today, for there is 
little possibility of settling her 
problems on the basis of that 
declaration alone. 


“I am willing to be converted.” 
Gandhi said, “‘but tne delegates re- 
turning from the conference at 
London will have to bring with 
them something more than I can 
see in the Prime Minister’s declara- 
tion. The British authorities will 
have to show by their actions that 
they really want peace.” 

Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru, one of 
the delegates, came here from 
Bombay this afternoon and had a 
long tal kwith Gandhi but Gandhi. 
apparently unconvinced, only asked 
Sapru to meet him and other mem- 
bers of the Congress Party Work- 
ing Committee here tomorrow. 
Viceroy's better Disappointing. 
Sapru had hoped to melt the 
long talk with Gandhi but Gandhi 
appeared more determined than 
ever and it was understood ‘that 
he had received a disappointing 
letter from the Viceroy in answer 
to his plea for investigation of po- 
lice activites against Congress Par- 
ty volunteers. 

The full working committee is 
to meet next Friday for formal 
consideration of MacDonald's pro- 
posal and discussion of the party's 
program in the future. It is pos- 


sible that the committee, like 
Gandhi, will make no definite de- 
cision but will put the whole thing 
up to the next annual session of 
the party at Karachi next month. 

Should that.happen the decision 
must hang in the balance for 
weeks and meanwhile, if the Na- 
tionalists continue their civil dis- 
Obedience campaign the Govern- 
ment is likely to resort to even 
stronger methods and peace would 
be delayed indefinitely. 

Hopes to Visit America. 

Gandhi hopes to go to America 
when he has won complete self- 
government for his country, he 
said today. 

“IT hope that God in His good- 
ness may spare me to visit the land 
of liberty, but I must first win lib- 
erty for the millions of silent toil- 
ers who follow me before I can 
cross the ocean,” he said. 

He said that since his release 
from prison at Poona recently he 
had received many messages of 
congratulation and friendship from 
American friends. 

He realized, he said, that India 
was a closed book for most Amer- 
icans who on account of its great 
distance from the United States 
think of it merely as a distant and 
primitive colonial possession of the 
pritish Empire. 

“T think.’” he continued. “that if 
I go to America I can do much.to 
show Americans that the ideals of 
the Indian people are much the 
same as their own. They are based 
upon freedom, democracy, peace, 
and a kindly helpful attitude to- 
ward all mankind.”

EXPECT TRADE GAIN 


Their ‘Bales of Statistics” 
Basis of Prediction by Ed- 
itor Rose. 


Declaring @ man buys a home 
not when it is cheap but when he 
can afford it, Marc A, Rose says 


there are indications that the tide 
of business generally is beginning 
to rise and beyond this there 1re 
fundamental factors now at work 
that will bring new activity to the 
rea] estate market. Rose, who is 
eiditor of Business Week, spoke re- 
cently at the mid-winter meeting 
of the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards. He based his im- 
provement predictions on observa- 
tions and “‘bales of statistics’’ gath- 
ered by his and 10 other business 
publications covering finange, 
banking, construction, the power 
and light industry and other eco- 
nomic fields. 

Chief among the factors empha- 
sized were evidence that the Fed- 
eral Reserve board intends to lib- 
eralize its policy and signs that in 
an indirect way the system may be 
sending a flow of money into 
banks, thus vigorously stimulating 
business. 

He deplored the constant “prat- 
tle’ about cheap and abundant 
money and said the long term 
funds required for realty develop- 
ment have been neither cheap nor 
abundant, but that they are getting 
sO now. 

Assailing talk of overproduction 
as a lazy dodging of the issue, Rose 
asserted there could be no over- 
production when thousands of per- 
sons in this country were without 
homes, when geveral million homes 
have no bathrooms, and when one 
million homes within reach of 
power stations are without elec- 
tricity. 

Here he listed the provision of 
home financing plans for $2000 
families as a major potential source 
of new business for real estate, 
pointing out that 40 per cent of the 
American people have incomes of 
this amount or less, and yet have 
the desire for home ownership. 
“The country needs Ford volume 
in decent housing at a price the av- 


erage man can afford,” said Rose. 


The five factors that point to gen- 
eral business improvement, he said, 
are: 

1. Sentiment is better. 
most important of all. 

2. There is plenty of money. - It 
is idle: it hates to be unemployed. 
With long-term borrowing expen-

sive, there can be_no revival of busi- 


ness. Long-term money is getting 
cheaper. 

3. Retail stocks are exhausted. 
Things are wearing out. Replace- 
ment buying is beginning. 

4. Gonsumer purchasing power 
will' be better.’ The dollar buys

5. Highly important is the atti- 
tude of the Federal Reserve banks. 
There is evidence that the board 
intends to liberalize its policy. If 
the system pumped money into the 
other banks, its pressure would im- 
prove the bond market and vigor- 
ously stimulate business. There are 
signs that this may be taking place.

EXCHANGE SPONSORS 3 BILLS 


TO PROTECT DEEDS OF TRUST 


Measures Prepared for Legislature are Aimed 
To Lessen Possibilities of Fraud— 
Kansas City Board Gives Indorsement.

The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change, through 


Committee, headed by Past Presi- 
dent Charles J, Daly, has prepared 
for introduction in the present ses- 
sion of the State Legislature three 
measures aimed to lessen the pos- 
sibilities of fraud and thereby pro- 
vide greater protection for the pur- 
chasers of deeds of trust. 

The first bill proposes the com- 
pulsory identification by the Re- 
corder of Deeds of notes or bonds 
secured by a mortgage or deed 
or trust or other instrument in- 
tended to create a lien upon real 
estate to secure the payment of a 
debt or obligation with the excep- 
tion of mortgages or deeds of trust 
issued by public service corpor- 
ations, such as railroads, telephone 
or telegraph companies which are 
subject to regulations by the Pub- 
lice Service Commission. 

The identification by the Re- 
corder of Deeds of notes or bonds 
secured by a mortgage or deed of 
trust is now optional, and the: Ex- 
change contends that the making 
of the identification compulsory 
will add a great protection to the 
public because it will do much 
toward preventing the issuance of 
duplicate sets of notes or bonds. 

The second bill aims to add a 
new section to Article 2, Chapter 
22, Revised Statutes Missouri, 1929, 
to be known as section 3096A and 
proposes that the Recorder of 
Deeds shall not accept a trustee's 
deed in foreclosure for recording 
unless the unpaid principal note 
or notes secured by the deed of 
trust under which foreclosure is 
had, is presented to the Recorder 
and notation made on the note or 
notes and on the margin of the 
record of the deed of trust showing 
that a trustee or mortgagee’s deed 
has been filed of record. The Ex-

would protect the purchasers of 
mortgages or deeds of trust by pre- 
venting the sale of a deed of trust 
or mortgage and the notes secured 
thereunder without giving notice to 
the purchaser that the mortgage or 
deed of trust or‘the notes secured 
thereunder are no longer secured 
by a lien on the real estate. 

The third bill provides that in 
case any person desires to release 
of record any part of the property 
described in the deed of trust or 
mortgage he shall be permitted to 
do so only by presenting to the Re- 
corder of Deeds the notes evidenc- 


Ning the principal of the debt and 


the Recorder is obligated to note 
on the notes secured by the deed 
of trust of mortgage as well as on 
the margin of the record of such 
deed of trust or mortgage the fact 
of the filing of record of a partial 
release. 

Under the present law it is pos- 
sible to have a deed of trust exe- 
cuted as security for payment of 
notes on a number of separate par- 
cels of property and merely by fil- 
ing of record a deed of release and 
presenting to the Recorder the 
notes secured by the deed of trust 
or mortgage, the lien on several of 
the parcels of property could . be 
released yet the notes and deed of 
trust would be precisely in their 
original form and would not give 
notice that a release on some part 
of the property has been filed. 

The Kansas City Real Estate 
Board has endorsed these three 
measures, and the St. Louis Ex- 


j change is hopeful of having them 


passed by the Legislature.

Statistician Sees in This, Rea- 
son for Improvement in 
Conditions Later.

Families doubling up—a condi- 
tion characteristic of periods of 
general business depression — is 
stressed by L. Seth Schnitman, 
chief statistician of the F. W.

Such new buildings will 
in all likelihood make for lowered 
rentals, which in turn will affect 
existing rentals in older struc- 
tures.”’ ‘

New first mortgage real estate 


& month of large realty offerings— 
declined to the lowest level fof that 
month in recent years, according to 
the monthly review of Nelson, Hunt 
& Co., Chicago. 

New real estate financing in Jan- 
uary totaled only $8,737,000, the 
lowest since May, 1930. This rep- 
resents a decline of more than 72 
per cant compared with the total in 
January, 1930, and of 18 per cent 
compared th the December total. 
There were no realty stock offer- 
ings in January, and approximately 
50 per cent of the new financing 
was obtained by residential and in- 
stitutional Properties, chiefly 
through issues of collateral trust 
certificates and gold notes. 

“This unusually small volume of 
January first mortgage financing,’ 
Says the review, “is largely due to 
greatly reduced demand for new 
construction. Furthermore, there 
is little indication that any great 
volume of new building will be 
started before spring. The chief de- 
mand for money today is for re- 
financing loans on completed build- 
ings.”’

OVE and hate, good women and

Richard Dix, one of the 
he-men of the screen, is the cen- 
tral figure, the Yancy Cravat, Miss 
Ferbér’s picturesque editor-lawyer- 
adventurer who sedés, from the 
first, the tremendous future of the 
Indian country. Wealth and pow- 
er are in his grasp many times, 
but always his thirst for new 
fields and new excitement carries

ALTER HUSTON’S “Abraham

N connection. with the break between the Skouras boys and the 
Warner Brothers and the probable realignment of the former with 
the Paramount drganization, as told in these columns last Sun- 
day, reference was made to the sudden battle for stars which has 
broken out between Warners and the Paramount studios. What is 
laughingly referred to out in Hollywood as a “gentlemen's agree- 
ment” was smashed to bits by the Warner’s raid on the Lasky-Zukor 
lot.

Constance Bennett, who makes as many pictures for other stu- 
dios as she does for her own, Pathe, is said to be worth $100,000 a 
picture, She gets a percentage of the “bonus.” When Ann Harding 
is loaned out she is said to bring as much. 

Formerly a player with good possibilities was never loaned for 
fear he might be ruined by a rival’s picture. Today, however, a 
studio may loan a featured player and get back a star. 

Ruth Chatterton’s first big success came in “Madame X,” for 
which she went to M-G-M from Paramount. ‘Robert Montgomery 
came strikingly forward in “Three Live Ghosts,” for which he was 


borrowed. Phillips Holmes was 
considered sensational in “The 
Criminal Code,” ‘and through it his 
value to Paramount was almost 
doubled,

WICKERSHAM CENSURES U.S. 
FOR STAND ON WORLD- COURT 


Says Failure to Adhere Is “Ex- 
ample of Lagging on Our Part,” 
Dodges Dry Report. 

By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Chair- 
man Wickersham of the Law En- 
forcement Commission tonight 
criticised failure of the United 
States to adhere to the World 
Court as a “striking example of a 
great lagging on our part.’’ In 
his first public statement since the 
Commission completed its much 
discussed dry law report, Wicker- 
sham said nothing about prohibi- 
tion in addressing the annual din- 
ner of the George Washington Uni- 
versity Law School. 

The former Attorney General de- 
voted much of his paper to an ex- 
planation of the _ technicalities 
arising under the five reservations 
to American adherence, voted by 
the Senate in 1926. He dealt par- 
ticularly with the fifth, containing 
Senate restrictions to “advisory 
Opinions” by the court. 

The Senate’s five provisions voted 
five years ago have been embodied 
in a protocol supplemental to the 
original protocol of the Court. This 
has been accepted by President 
Hoover and is now before the Sen- 
ate. 

“The sum and substance of the 
matter therefore is this,” Wicker- 
Sham explained. “Under the fifth 
reservation, accepted by the signa- 
tories, if the United States objects 
on the grounds it has, or claims an 
interest in the subject of the in- 
quiry, and is unwilling that the 
Court should act on the request, 
that ends the matter. 

‘But when a proposal to submit 
a question to the Court comes up 
in the (League of Nations) coun- 
cil or assembly, notice shall be 
given to the United States and an 
exchange of views had. The ob- 
jection of the United States to re- 
questing the opinion is to be given 
the same force and affect as that 
of any other state represented in 
the council or assembly. If 
unanimity is required, objection by 
the United States would end the 
matter.” 


CORRECTION ON CUBAN AFFAIR 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7. — State 
Department officials said today 
they had been in error in stating 
that. John T. Wilford, publisher of 
the Havana American, had filed a 
claim against the Cuban Govern- 
ment in connection with his re- 
cent deportation from the republic. 
The erroneous information was giv- 
en out, Department officials said, 
through confusion over a claim 
against the Cuban Government 
filed by Wilford last year as a 
result of a raid on his plant. 

Wilford filed a protest against 
his deportation with Ambassador 
Guggenheim, but has filed no 
claim for damages, officials said. 
Wilford's claim in connection with 
the raid will be given due consider- 
ation, it was sald, with a view 
to determine whether international 
law fs applicable to make a claim 
against Cuba justified.

MAJOR GOLF 

MEETS TO BE 
HELD THIS YEAR 
IN MIDDLEWEST 


By W. J. McGoogan. 
St. Louis golfers who want to 
play in important tournaments this 


year will have plenty of opportun- 
ity to, do so at a minimum  ¢éxX- 
pense for most of the big events 
of the 1931 golf season are td be 
held fairly close to this city and 
one of them—the women’s Trans- 
Mississippi tournament—is to be 
held at the St. Louis Country Club. 

There has been a rather strong 
movement among golfers for years 
to hold the big tournaments in the 
Middle West because of the great- 
er accessibility to the whole coun- 
try and a consequent reductiog in 
expenses for competitors. 

Netional Amateur at Chicago. 

The National Amateur is to be 
held at Beverly Country Club, Chi- 
cago, Aug. 31-Sept. 5; the Na- 
tional open at the Iverness Club, 
Toledo, O., July 2-4; Women’s Na- 
tional at Buffalo, N. Y., Country 
Club, Sept. 21-26; Western open at 
Miami Country Club, Dayton, O., 
and the Ryder Cup matches, Co- 
lumbus, O., June 26-27. 

The professional championship 
tournament site has not been set 
at yet, but conversation among the 
leading professionals during the 
St. Louis open here last fall indi- 
cated that they were all anxious to 
have the event decided at some 
Middle Western club. 

The Western amateur tourna- 
ment is to be held at Portland, 
Ore., July 13-18 and that is about 
the only large tournament in which 
it will be difficult and expensive 
for St. Louisans to compete for the 
National Municipal tournament 
and the Men's  Trans-Mississippi 
are to be held at St, Paul. 

The Missourt amateur also is 
scheduled for North Hills Country 
Club and it is likely that the Mis- 
souri open will be held in St. Louis. 

Therefore there will be no lack 
of competition for district golfers 
this season, although the general 
depression has hit the insurance 
and the brokerage business which 
will likely retard somewhat the en- 
trance of local stars in out-of- 
town events.

Wilson Advises 


Soft Passes 


When Soccer Field Is Hard 


When the ground is soft, kick 
the ball hard; when the ground is 
hard, kick the ball gently. That 
is very nearly a motto that can be 
adopted blindly and in good faith. 
In those places where hard grounds 
are the most common, the close 
|} game is by far the best to use, then 
you can adopt the short midfield 
cross pass, the back passes which 
I have described, and the triangu- 
lar formation down the wings, 
which is, of course, made up of 
short passes. 

But these passes are absolutely 
useless on a muddy ground, when 
the ball will not travel. What is 
the use of a tap pass when the ball 
travels just an inch or two and 
then sticks in the mud? They 
merely play into the hands of the 
other side. 

Invariably when the ground is 
bad the edges of the field aretfair- 
ly good; certainly they are the only 
parts of the ground where fast 
progress can be made. So you must 
give the ball to the wingers and let 
them do the advancing. You can- 
not plow through mud _ with the 
ball at your feet; you must, there- 
fore, let the players who have the 
decent parts of the surface do the 
advance work. 

The secret of this game lies 
mainly at center half and inside 
forward. Look at the diagrams of 
past lessons and study the method 
of getting the ball out to the wing 
with wide passes. That is the way 
to play on a bad ground. ,

Other difficulty that often upsets a 
team. There is another saying 
that can be kept in mind for such 
an occasion. “When the wind is 
high, keep the balllow.” That was 
told to me when I first took an in- 
terest in football and I have al- 
ways kept it well in my mind, Here 
again the close game is best. Wide, 
long passes are no use; they will 
simply be carried astray. By the 
way, if you win the toss, always 
kick with the wind in the first 
half. 

There are two reasons for that. 
In the first place you may as well 
have the advantage offered, in case 
the wind drops for the second half 
of the game. But the more impor- 
tant reason is that if you oppose 
the wind in the first half you will 
be more tired for the second. The 
other side may get goals with the 
advantage of wind, and in the sec- 
ond half, though you will gain

They were being 
gradually strangled in the smoky 
boundaries of the city. And now hard- 
ier varieties show marked signs of de- 
terioration. 

Though the problem has grown tar 
more pressing since the rise of an in- 
dustrial civilization—-human beings 
have never before been subject to con- 
ditions such as exist at present——it is 
by no means a new one. In fact, it 
was in 1273 that the use of sea coal 
was first prohibited in England. Even 
the smiths were obliged by law to burn 
wood. But despite all laws and or- 
dinances the use of coal became more 
and more widespread. 


T HAD come into widespread 

in 1257. And in that year Elea- 

nor, wife of Henry III, found it 
necessary to leave the town of Not- 
tingham, where she had been sent to 
stay during the King’s absence in 
Wales, and remove to Tutbury Castle 
owing to the unendurable smoke of 
the ‘‘sea cole.” 

Queen Eleanor set a precedent that 
has been observed ever since. The 
rich and the powerful, and some who 
are neither, trek to Southern climates 
in winter to escape smoke and cold. 

Despite the law of 1278, the situa- 
tion became so bad that in 1307 the 
King named a Commission of Oyer and 
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b sctor j. Azbe. with the British svot-fall festing mde hine which ts beiny 
tried in St. Louis. 


frerminer to enforce the anti-smoke 
law. The commission received the fol- 
lowing instructions: 

“To inquire of all such who burnt 
sea cole in the city, or parts adjoining, 
and to punish them for first offense 
with great fines and ransoms, and for 
the second offense to demolish their 
furnaces.” 

One man who repeatedly disobeyed 
the royal edict was tried, condemned 
and hanged. 

And though smoke laws have been 
violated ever since, the effort to abol- 


ish the smoke nuisance has never 
stopped. It first came to public notice 
in St. Louis in 1864, when a Judge 


declared smoke to be a nuisanee and 


levied a heavy fine on the owner of a 
chimney that had been belching dense 
smoke. The first specific smoke 
abatement ordinance here was passed 


in 1893. Comparatively little was done , 


until the formation of the Citizens’ 
Smoke Abatement League with a fund 
of $200,000. An incentive to inten- 
sive action was the appearance some 
years ago of statistics purporting to 
show that St. Louis was the smokiest 
city in the country. 

These figui*es make Azbe see red. He 
says, with considerable indignation, 
that there is absolutely no way of de- 
termining whether or not St. Louis 
is the smokiest city. It may be, he 
adds, but no one can say so

fairness or accuracy until the scien- 
tists agree upon a uniform measuring 
stick for smoke. At present there are 
three or four standards—-—soot-fall par- 
ticles of soot dust per cubic centimeter, 
number of smoking chimneys observed, 
and so on. 

Azbe is of the opinion that the en- 
gineer whc pronounced St. Louis the 
smokiest city simply came here for a 
few davs, made superficial tests, com- 


pured the results with those from 
other cities and found that St. Louis 
belonged at the head of the list. But 


he might have done his testing, Azbe 
objects, on one of those days when, be- 
cause of atmospheric conditions, a 
thick blanket of smoke lay over virtu- 
ally the entire city. Azbe’s charts 
show that such a condition can exist 
on one day, with the graph mounting 
way up, indicating thousands of par- 
ticles of soot, and on the next, due to 
a sudden shifting of the upper atmos- 
phere, the air is comparatively clear. 

But if St. Louis is not the smokiest 
city, it is probable, Azbe believes, the 
most sulphurous. And it is sulphur 
in the air, inthe form of sulphuric 
acid, that does the greatest damage to 
health and property. Sulphuric acid 
feeds upon such things as copper 
spoutings and building stone and sen-

Smoke costs St. Louisans an esti- 
mated $19,000,000 a year. It costs 
New Yorkers $96,000,000 annually. 


And these figures take no account of 
the cost in impaired health, which in- 
cludes loss of working time from iH- 
ness, doctors’ bills and dozens of other 
incidental expenses. The most con- 
clusive studies of the effect of smoke 
on health have been made at the Mel- 
lon Institute in Pittsburg. A two-year 
survey showed a strikingly close rela- 
tionship between the pneumonia death 
rate and the smoke content of the air 
as charted by wards. The presence of 
smoke increases the tendency to al! 
respiratory diseases. It constantly ir 
ritates the mucous membrane of the 
nose, throat and mouth. The gradual 
deposit of carbon that is built up in 
the lungs of all dwellers in the larger 
cities slowly reduces the functional ¢ca- 
pacity of the lungs, impairs their elas- 
ticity. Autopsies performed on city 
dwellers show lungs ranging in shade 
from a chocolate color to jet black. 


H. B. Meller, head of air pollution 
investigation at the Mellon Institute,

CHARLOTTE, North Carolina. 
HIS city, one of the 
centers of the 
South's modern in- 
dustrial progress, 
knows the war is 
over, but it does 
not forget there 
was a war ‘“be- 
tween the states.”’ 
For here, where 
Jefferson Davis convened the Cabinet 
of the Confederate States of America 
for its last meeting, are collected liv- 
ing memorials to five of the great 
leaders of the lost cause: one may 
meet them on the street any day. They 
are descendants, lineal or collateral, of 
Generals Lee, Jackson, Hill, Pickett 
and Barringer. Five families of chil- 
dren of the same stock as these war- 
riors of '61-'65 have their homes here. 

Particular attention was drawn to 
Charlotte’s distinguished Confederate 
fumilfes when Mrs. Ann Jackson, wid- 
ow of Stonewall Jackson, declined a 
pension voted her by the Legislature of 
North Carolina in recognition of her 
husband's service to the South. Mrs. 
Jackson, who spent her declining 
years in this city, suggested that the 
money voted to her be given instead 
to needy Confederate veterans or used 
to establish a school for wayward 
boys.

In 1911 Letourneau came to New 
Orleans. His mother and a half-sister, 
Mrs. Roise Barbe, joined him later, 
and they bought a small house in the 
French Quarter, where he has resided 
ever since, when not working in other 
towns. 

In comfortable circumstances, the 
family lived happily and quietly. Le- 
fourneau was a model son, his mother 
says. He didn’t drink or gamble or 
even smoke. And he remained single 
and attentive to his mother. 

One day Letourneau brought home a 
friend who worked under his direc- 
tion as a saw-filer in a box factory 
near New Orleans. A strong attach- 
ment grew up between the friend 
and the family, and he became a fre- 
quent visitor at the Pavette house. Old 
Mrs. Payette grew so fond of her son’s 
friend, reposed such confidence in him, 
that she told him her great secret: 
that Edward's rightful name was Le- 
tourneau and that he was born in 
Canada. She exacted from her confi- 
dant a ‘‘sacred oath,’ she says, that 
he would never tell. 


suaded Letourneau to take a job 

as operator of a sawmill at Mara- 
caibo, Venezuela, for the American 
Pitch Pine Company. Edward's friend 
got a job in the mill, also, and the 
two went to Venezuela on the same 
ship, using American passports. On 
April 10, 1929, they began their work 
in Venezuela. 

Within a month the native superin- 
tendent of the mill discharged the 
friend. Letourneau says his friend 
had been neglecting his work, and he 
had warned him repeatedly about it, 
but the man blamed Letourneau. Le- 
tourneau says his former friend threat- 
ened to get even with him. 

About two months later the Ameri- 
can Consul at Maracaibo sent for Le- 
tourneau, said he had learned the mill 
operator was a Canadian, and demarfd- 
ed his passport. Letourneau insisted 
he was a citizen of the United States. 
He suspected that his former friend 
had made up this tale about his na- 
tionality to cause him trouble. On the 
intervention of the mill superintend- 
ent Letourneau was allowed some 
time to see if he could settle the dif- 
ficulty. But before long he was ar- 
rested and imprisoned. 

Letourneau spent 10 days in a trop- 
ical prison. Then the Venezuelan 
authorities notified the American Con- 
sul they could not hold the prisoner 
any longer without charges against 
him, and he was released. He went 
at once to the Consul's office and ar- 
ranged to return to the United States 
to get evidence to refute what he 
thought was a false accusation. 

But it was not such a simple mat- 
ter to leave Venezuela. Letourneau 
says his superintendent had him ar- 
rested, then removed from jail, in the 
superintendent's custody, to work in 
the mill. He also tells of a mysterious 
letter in Spanish, purporting to come 
from the American Consul, which was 
delivered to him at a hotel; he turned 
it over to a mill employe for transla- 
tion, but all the man would tell him.

A new Consul took office at Mara- 
caibo, and Letourneau placed his case 
before him.

I 
got here last August. I was sure my 
mother could prove I was born in 
Michigan and the whole thing would 
be dropped. 

“But after the boat docked they 
wouldn't even let me go home to see 
my mother. They took me over to the 
immigration station and held me likea 
prisoner. I hired a lawyer, but he 
could not get me released. Finally, 
after several weeks, they gave me a 
hearing. 

“They brought my mother and sis- 
ter to the immigration station for this 
hearing. At first my mother told them 
I was born in Bay City, Michigan. 
She wanted to help me. Finally she 
broke down and admitted I was born 
in Canada—and I learned then that I! 
was not an American and my name 
was not Payette. 

“T still thought they would let me 
stay in this country, I had lived here 
so long. But after the hearing my 
lawyer said there was nothing else he 
could do and the immigration men 
took all my papers and shipped me 
back to Maracaibo. There I went to 
see the agent of the line which owns 
the boat I made the trip on. He is also 
the Danish Consul. He took me to the 
American Consul’s office and asked 
if something couldn’t be done for me. 
The Consul remembered me and said 
he was sorry I couldn't straighten the 
matter out, but the only way for me 
to get back was to get a British pass- 
port. We then went to the British 
Consul, and he said he could only give 
me a temporary passport to Canada, 
where I could get a regular passport if 
I could locate my birth certificate. | 
decided that was the best course to 
follow. It wouid be like starting life 
over again, but I figured I could get 
back to my mother and later get nat- 
uralized.”’ 

Letourneau got as far as Trinidad, 
off the coast of Venezuela, when com- 
plications again halted him. He was 
not allowed to buy a steamship ticket 
to Canada because it was argued that 
his rights as a Canadian had expired 
during his long residence in the Unit- 
ed States. So he hired another lawyer, 
who. after investigation, informed him 
that he would have to produce his 
birth certificate before he could buy 
the ticket to Canada. Letourneau 
cabled his mother and she obtained 
a copy of the certificate from the 


priest of the church in Pembroke, On- 
tario, and sent it on to him. When 
he exhibited this document he was 
able to get a British passport with a 
visa to visit the United States for six 
months. 

“When I got to New York,’ Letour- 
neau relates, ‘“‘an immigration official 
who seemed to know all about my case 
asked me if I didn't want to stay in 
this country. I told him I certainly 
did, and he changed my visa from tem- 
porary to permanent.” 

Jubilant at this development, be- 
lieving his tribulations at last were 
over, Letourneau boarded a train for 
New Orleans. Most of the several 
thousand dollars he had saved in a 
lifetime of hard work was gone, but 
the homeward bound man wasn't wast- 
ing any grief over that; he was think- 
ing that he could now tell his mother 
that he wouldn't have to leave her, 
after all. 


ETOURNEAL stopped in Wash- 
| ineton a few hours—~—and fortune 

took advantage of the opportu- 
nity to deal him another blow. He re- 
lates that two confidence men got 
$900 of his slender capital. He 
reached New Orleans with $55 left. 

But it was just two days before 
Christmas, and it was particularly 
xood to be home at that time. Mother 
and son forgot their distress of the 
previous year-and-a-half in the joy of 
their reunion Their little house in 
the French Quarter was a happy place. 

But their respite from adversity was 
brief. Shortly after the new year had 
begun immigration officers appeared 
at the home and arrested Letourneau. 
They said they had learned of his re 
turn from newspaper accounts of his 
misadventure with the confidence men 
in Washington. They held him for a 
final deportation hearing. 

The immigration authorities main- 
tain that Letourneau violated the law 
by entering the United States within 
a year after being excluded from the 
country as an alien. They say he was 
warned of this when his case was 
heard here last August. 

Letourneau contends that he was 
told he could come back any time if 
he could get a passport. He seems to 
be bewildered by his predicament; a 
tall, lean, gray man, struggling rather

NEW YORK. 
ENNILESS, alone, in a 
top-floor room of a 
shabby boarding house 
on West Seventy-fourth 
street here, the life of the Rev 
Dr. William Thomas Reynolds 
Came to an end.

Great fortunes have been made in 
stamps by both dealers and collectors. 
The most valuable single stamp in ex- 
istence sold for $32,500 (not including 
war tax) some years ago at an auction 
of the famous Count Ferrari collection 
in Paris. It was a bit of magenta pa- 
per about an inch square and the only 
known copy of the British Guiana one

And 
he did this by the very simple ex- 
pedient of winning Mrs. Lee's affec- 
tions for Grace Church again He 
called on her and tactfully suggested 
that she visit the church for old time's 
sake. She came once. She came twice. 
And then the next thing the parish 
hnew she had given $35,900 and her 
own mission plant to Grace Church.

To 
borrow her own description of 
a friend, she is ‘‘elle a un metre 
cinguante en talon’’—which 
is to to say that she is sturdily 
beamed.

I ran across her again, several 
nights later, at the Jockey Club. 

When I entered, the orchestra, made 
up of American Negroes, was taking 
time out for refreshment, and Kiki 
was leaning against the piano, singing 
without accompaniment. 

At the end of each verse she would 
stop and sip her drink, while the audi- 
ence rendered the chorus. This con 
sisted of chanting ‘“‘Aaaaah, aah, ah,” 
until Kiki felt strong enough to 
resume. 


EVERAL times she attempted to 

stroll off to her table, but on each 

occasion the crowd roared, ‘Bis! 
Bis'’’ until she returned and took 
up the song. Finally, she was 
allowed to make way for a fat, 
loud-voiced girl known as “Chiffon,” 
giving me a chance to carry out my 
mission. 

The contents of the letter must have 
pleased her, for from that time on, 
wherever she saw my companions and 
me, she would approach, call us her 
Americans, and assure everyone with- 
in hearing that we were tres gentil, 
or, of course, very much O. K. 

Kiki's popularity had attained such 
proportions that her presence in a cafe 
materially affected the amount of busi- 
ness done. She was aware of this and 
would make the rounds impartially 
until time to go on at the Jockey. 

Seeing her at this period, it was dif- 
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ficult to realize that but a few 
years before she had been ignomin- 
iously kicked out of these very places 
because she had no hat. When she 
visited the cafe terraces in those days 
it was to hawk the Revue Montpar- 
nasse, on which she made 5 sous a 
copy: ‘‘Not much, but it put butter on 
iny spinach.’ She counted herself 
lucky to find a loft or cellar in which 
to sleep, and more than one night was 
spent in a shed behind the Gare Mont- 
parnasse with a borrowed overcoat for 
covering. 

Kiki's conquest of the Quarter was 
far from meteoric. 

She had known squalor and hunger 
and insensate brutality as intimately 
as any of the raffish heroines of 
Zola's novels, and from her thirteenth 
year had fought them single-handed. 
In order to exist at all, she was forced 
to make concessions here and there 
along the line, and after’ these 
interludes are hinted at in her book, 
one reads the proud assertion: ‘But I 
did not beg,’ which would be funny 
if it were not pathetic. 

Like David Copperfield, she begins 
her story with: ‘I am born.” 

This was in Bergundy, October 2, 
1901. When she was a few months old 
her mother returned to Paris, leaving 
Kiki with her grandmother, who was 
already caring for six other illegiti- 
mate children of her four. wayward 
daughters. ; 

Her childhood was not a happy one 
in this community where the history 
of the “little Prins’’ was common 
knowledge. 

When she was 12 her mother sum- 
moned her to Paris. For a year she 
went to school, quitting 
when war broke out to 
work in airplane and 
munition factories. 
Later on, these places 
were taken by women 
with husbands in the 
army or with children 
to support, and Kiki 
found work in a bakery 
shop. School teachers, 
gendarmes and employ- 
ers, anyone, in fact, hav- 
ing the least authority 
to control her actions, 
are invariably described 
by Kiki as being ‘‘very 
wicked.’’ The bakers 
wife was no exception. 
One day she caught Kiki 
blackening her eyelashes 
with burnt match sticks 
and called her a trollop. Kiki knocked 
her down, and so relinquished her last 
regular employment. 

The next day she made her first con- 
tact with art, when an old sculptor 
hired her to pose. Her mother soon 
heard of this, and one morning she 
trailed Kiki to the studio, where she 
melodramatically disowned her. 

“Little by little,” Kiki writes, ‘I was 
introduced into the artistic milieu, so 
full of mad charm.” 

By 1922 her services as a mode! 
were in constant demand, and it was 
about this time that she discovered 
that she herself possessed some talent 
with the brush. Often, after she had 
finished posing, Kiki would demand

Foujita describes one such occasion 

“She took my place before the easel, 
commanded me not to budge, and 
calmly commenced to sketch my por- 
trait. By the time the work was com- 
pleted she had gnawed away my cray- 
ons, lost my eraser and trampled on a 
box of camembert. She then demand- 
ed money for posing and departed tri- 
umphantly with the drawing under her 
arm. Three minutes later, at the Dome, 
a rich American collector purchased it 
at an outrageous price.” 

It was not, however, until Kiki's ex- 
hibition that her ability as a painter 
received general recognition. 

The Paris Times says of this occa- 
sion: 


nal 3 HE opening of Kiki's exhibit 
at the Galerie du Printemps 
was an event which mob- 
llized the inhabitants of the Quar 
ter en masse. For five hours they 
streamed through, and the little gal- 
lery resounded with excited comments 
It was, in so far as we were able to 
judge, the most successful vernissage 
of the year. Those who came to jeer 
returned to buy, and before night a 
large number of paintings were deco- 
rated with little cards marked ‘sold.’ 

‘Amusing, fresh, naive, graphic,’ 
were the adjectives most frequently 
applied to that charming collection 
Those who were ignorant of the fact 
that Kiki possessed real talent were 
agreeably surprised. Kiki, who for 
many years has been the inspiration 
of artists—Kiki of the beautiful 
eyes and the piquant mouth—-has 
herself become an artist.’ 

Kiki closes her story 
with the account of an 
adventure in Ville 
franche, where she was 
jailed for hurling a 
stack of saucers at a 
cafe owner who had 
hurt her feelings. The 
offense was axgravated 
by the fact that she had 
pummeled the Commis- 
saire of Villefranche 
when he arrived to in 
vestigate the disturb 
ance. 

For several weeks she 
was imprisoned at Nice 
awaiting trial. 

When her case came 

the courtroom was 
crowded with friends, 
who shouted hilariously 
when her lawyer secured an acquitta! 
by pleading that Kiki was a bit daft

Like an omen of 
coming misfortune, 
‘“‘we were disturbed 
during the night by 
hearing the _ floe 
break, as we 
thought, right 
under the building. 

“We were afraid 
that we ‘had run 
aground, but our 
bearings have 
shown that we are 
moving, although 
we seem unable to 
get away from this 
island. Probably we 
are in some kind of 
backwater. which 
the water stream 
from the north cre- 
ates on the southern 
side of the island.’’ 

On September 23 
the temperature had 
fallen to 24.8 de- 
grees F. The sky 
was covered with 
clouds, as before. 

“Today all three 
of us have been 
working busily on 
the hut, ‘cementing’ 
ice blocks together. 
As ‘mortar’ we have 
employed snow 
mixed with water, 
and of this mass 
Strindberg has been 
making a vaulted 
roof over the last parts between 
the walls. 

‘‘We have got on very well, and 
the hut begins to take form a lit- 
tle.

not be long until we can move in. 
We probably can carry our sup- 
plies in there the day after to 
morrow. This is very necessary. 

‘‘We have now a very good ar- 
rangement of the day, with eight 
hours’ work, beginning with three 
hours’ work, after which we take 
45 minutes for breakfast, then 
work until 4:45 o'clock, when we 
take dinner and supper in one 
meal.”’ 

They have now tried the meat 
of the great seal.and have found 
it excellent. One of the best im- 
provements in the cooking is that 
of adding blood to the sauce for 
the steak. This makes it thick 
and it tastes as if they had bread. 

Andree considers that blood 
contains much carbohydrates, for 
their craving for bread is consid- 
erably less after they begin to use 
blood in the food. 

Now six days pass without An- 
dree making any notes. When, on 
September 29, he once more takes 
a pen, the expedition is still on 
the south side of White Island. 

On September 27, when the 
weather was mild and when it 
even rained, “for the sake of a 
change,” and during the night be- 
fore the twenty-eighth, two bears 
had entered the camp. 

‘These by-night bears seem to 
be thief bears, The one that vis- 
ited us yesterday night dragged 
away our big seal twice, and we 
would have lost it had not Strind- 
berg succeeded in coming so near 
the bear as to frighten him and 
make him drop his booty. 

“This morning, just as we came 
out, Fraenkel saw a bear, which 
we succeeded in enticing toward 
us. Strindberg shot him through 
the throat. 

“IT then gave him my shot. 

“Fraenkel got his shot into him. 
It was a big, old, he-bear.”’ 

It awakened great apprehen- 
sion when they found that the floe 
on which they had built their win- 
ter quarters began to divide in the 
immediate neighborhood of the 
hut. 

The pressure of the ice, too, 
drove them nearer and nearer 
White Island. A large, old line of 
hummocks separated them from 
the shore, and Andree hoped that 
this wall would prevent a con- 
tinued pressure of the ice.

ibility and affects the diurnal 
temperature. 

“The action of these smoke-in- 
duced conditions upon the human 
being may be considered largely 
in terms of sushine dynamics.

Azbe has long urged certain 
simple reforms that would con- 
tribute toward clarifying the St. 
Louis atmosphere. For one thing, 
he urges the use of coal low in 
sulphur content. He points out 
that Southern Illinois coal, from 
Franklin County, has approximate-

ly 1 per cent of sulphur; Central 
Illinois coal, that from the Mad- 
ison County district, approximate- 
ly 4 per cent. The former is slight- 
ly more expensive, but Azbe says 
the difference in cost is very near- 
ly made up by the greater heating 
capacity of low sulphur coal. 
Azbe has perfected a device 
known as the Azbe Downdraft 
Baffle, which, he says, can be in- 
stalled in the ordinary household 
furnace for $25 and which will 
eliminate virtually all smoke. It 
consists primarily of a strip of tile 
or heat-proof metal that extends 
laterally across the furnace al- 
most to the fire bed. This forces 
the draft over the green coal and 
up the flue, instead of sending it 
down through the green coal and 
onto the hot coals, producing a 
distillation which quickly becomes 
smoke. He illustrates this prin- 
ciple of combustion most simply 
with a cigarette. Inhale, and the 
live coal on the end of a cigarette 
is forced against the green tobac- 
co, producing volatile distillation 
and smoke. ‘Exhale and the live 
coal remains aglow, but the green 
tobacco is not forced in contact 


with it, having time to dry suffi- 
ciently so that it burns without 
smoke. Azbe did not patent his 
device and receives no profits 
from its sale and manufacture. 
He believes now that possibly 
this was a mistake, as only a neg- 
ligible number have been in- 
stalled. He thinks that possibly 
if he had sold the patent rights 
to some large corporation with a 
financial interest in pushing it the 
results might have been more sat- 
isfactory. Azbe claims that the 
device saves more coal than its 
cost in a comparatively short time. 


HE prospect of natural gas 

for St. Louis greatly encour- 
ages Azbe and the others 

who are leading the fight against 
smoke. But they feel that it will 
not bring a reform overnight, since 
the cost of installing gas equip- 
ment will deter many at the outset. 
Azbe is now working on plans 
for a nation-wide conference on 
smoke abatement, to be held in St. 
Louis within a year or a year and 
a half. It is hoped to co-ordinate 
all the plans of the various ene- 
mies of smoke at this conference. 


The medical men, the engineers, 
the smoke experts from all over 
the country will try to work out 
a uniform attack. One of the 
things which it is hoped will come 
out of this conference is a closely- 
knit national organization. Such 
an organization, with national 
backing, could do much that is im- 
possible now in the way of influ- 
encing furnace manufacturers to 
incorporate smoke reducing de- 
vices. 

One of the most ardent workers 
in the campaign against smoke in 
St. Louis is Mrs. Marion Clifford 
Blossom of 4526 West Pine boule- 
vard. She is chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Smoke 
Abatement League. 

She fought for the St. Louis 
smoke ordinance, under which 
each chimney in the city is taxed 
$1 annually. The money thus de- 
rived—eventually about $60,000 
—is to be used to pay city smoke 
inspectors under direction of Com- 
missioner Robert G. Gordon. In- 
spectors are being added, and 
trained to recognize violations of 
the smoke ordinance. Eventually 
there will be 150 to 200 inspectors. 


Not long ago certain groups 
sought to put through an or- 
dinance that would virtually have 
abolished the present smoke or- 
dinance, removing the provision 
for the chimney tax and the ma- 
chinery for enforcing the law. Just 
before this came to a final public 
hearing Mrs. Blossom got word of 
it. With three or four other 
members of the league she ap- 
peared to present arguments. 

The move to wipe out the smoke 
ordinance was defeated. 


HE present ordinance makes 
illegal only smoke of No. 3, 
No. 4 and No. 5 density. 
Everything under No. 3—that is, 
approximately, smoke which can 
be seen through—is legal. 

The Smoke Abatement League 
is already formulating plans fora 
stricter ordinance. It will be one 
more skirmish in a war that has 
been going on since 1273. But the 
city dweller is growing more and 
more weary of smoke-laden air. 
There are hopeful signs that he 
will not tolerate much longer the 
innumerable ills that arise from 
this source. Perhaps a victory is 
in sight such as has never before 
been won in the battle on smoke. 


On the evening of the twenty- 
eighth the expedition had moved 
intu the hut, which was christened 
“The Home.” All were pretty 
comfortable the first night, and 
hoped for greater comfort later. 
They were obliged to keep their 
stock of meat inside the hut dur- 
ing the night to protect it from 
bears. 

There are no notes in Andree's 
diary for the twenty-ninth and 
thirtieth, but from Fraenkel's 
meteorological journal we know 
that the temperature fell so that 
in the afternoon of the thirtieth it 
was less than 17.6 degrees F. 

During the afternoon of Octo- 
ber 1 the temperature fell to 14 
degrees F. It was a good day. 

“The work with the hut went on 
well, and we thought we should 
have the outside ready by the sec- 
ond. But then something else 
happened. 

“At 5:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing we heard a crash and thun- 
der; water streamed into the hut. 


OV] HEN we rushed out we 
found that our large, 
beautiful floe had been 
splintered into a number of 
little floes, and that one fissure 
had divided the floe just outside 
the wall of the hut. The floe that 
remained to us had a diameter of 
only 80 feet, and one wall of the 
hut might be said rather to hang 
from the roof than to support it. 

“This was a great alteration in 
our position and our prospects. 
The hut and the floe could not 
give us shelter, but we were 
obliged to stay there for the pres- 
ent at least. We were frivolous 
enough to He in the hut the fol- 
lowing night, too. Perhaps it was 
because the day was rather tiring. 

“Our belongings were scattered 
over several ice blocks and these 
were driving here and there, so 
that we had to hurry. 

“Two bear bodies, representing 
provisions for three or _ four 
months, were lying on a separate 
floe, and so on. 

“Luckily, the weather was 
beautiful, so that we could work 
in haste. No one had lost cour- 
age. With such comrades, one 
should be able to manage under, I 
may say, any circumstances.”’ 

This record of that catastrophe 
early in the morning of October 2 
concludes the last phase in the 
ice wanderings of the Andree ex- 
pedition. 

The men had maintained them- 
selves on the drifting pack ice 
since July 14. During this peri- 
od they had tried to reach Franz 
Joseph Land, and then the Seven 
Islands.’ 

The ocean current had placed 
unsurmountable hindrances in 
their road, however, and had pre- 
vented them from reaching either 
goal. 

From the moment they sprang 
from the gondola of the balloon 
Eagle they had been prisoners of 
the ice, but they had not surren- 
dered until after a struggle last- 
ing two whole months. 

Now the ice floe on which they 
had intended to spend the winter 
had splintered beneath their very 
feet. ‘‘The Home’’ was in frag- 
ments, their belongings scattered. 

“Exciting situation,’ are the 
only words Strindberg writes for 
October 3 and 4. No one had loat 
courage. Such men can manage 
under, we may say, any circum- 
stances.
